Didn't Interest Platt.

The Senator was apprised before dinner 
that it was the intention of Mr. Odell to 
have a conference of leaders in his room 
for the purpose of agreeing upon a slate, 
But the shades were pulled down on the 
windows of his cottage shortly after the 
conference in the cottage across the way 
had begun, and a persistent effort made 
by Mr. Woodruff and William Barnes of 
Albany to gain entrance about 10:30 o'clock 
failed. The Senator and his family -evi- 
dently had retired for the night. 

The conference in Odell’s rooms began 
bout 9 o’tlock, and lasted until 11. The 
leaders who were seen to enter the Gov- 
ernor-Chairman’s apartments were:

Ward, President Murray of the New York 
County Committee, Executive Chairman 
Halpin, ex-Goy. Frank S. Black, George W.

_ places over which there had been doubt. 
~ Julius M, Mayer for Attorney General had 
been agreed upon at the conference held 
last night, and all the other candidates 
mgreed upon for places on the State ticket 
will receive renomimations, except Judges 
Cullen and Werner, who were agreed upon 
as the men to go on the judicial ticket some 
time ago. 

“No, there is nothing to say,” responded 
the Governor, “‘ except that the action of 
the caucus was unanimously in favor of 
the nomination of Messrs. Bruce and Wall- 
enmeier, just as it was on the selection of 
all the State officers who are to receive 
renominations.”’

The case was referred to the 
Ecclesiastical Court of the Catholic Church 
with the religious standing of all the per- 
sons concerned and the finding of the court. 
in regard to the recent divorce which Mrs. 
Clarke obtained. In the words of a priest 
in the position to know, the Ecclesiastical 
Court took this ground: 

“The Church says that baptized Chris- 
tians may not marry unbaptized persons 
without dispensation. Mr. Clarke was un- 
baptized; therefore no marriage existed be- 
tween Mr. and Mrs. Clarke in the eyes of 
the Church.” 

All those concerned were in town yester- 
day morning, the bridegroom with his best 
man stopping at the Waldorf-Astoria. Word 
of the favorable finding of the Ecclesiasti- 
cal Court reached the bridegroom first, and 
he hurried to the parish house in a cab. He 
expected, of course, that his bride-to-be had 
been notified as well, and was’ rather non- 
plused when he reached the parish house 
to find that she was not ‘there.

LIGHTNING HITS TOWER 
OF NEWARK SKYSCRAPER 


Police Fear Prudential’s Structure 
ls Weakened. 


BELLEVUE PUT IN DARKNESS 


Furious Surf Lashes Coney Island and 
Lights Go Out—Harlem Suffers 
from Storm.

NEWARK, N. J., Sept. 14.—During a se- 


vere thunderstorm here to-night a bolt of 
lightning struck the north tower of the 


Prudential Insurance Company's Building 
on Bank Street and part of the structure 
fell to the ground, one piece crashing 
through the roof of the three-story building 
at 15 Bank Street. 

It is feared that the tower, which is 264 
feet high, has been weakened, and the po- 
lice have stopp¢d all traffic on Bank Street 
between Broad and Halsey. The tower is 
on thé building opposite the main structure, 
which covers half of the block on the north 
side of Bank Street, between Broad and 
Halsey Streets. It is impossible to-night to 
learn the extent of the damage, _but it is 
feared that it will amount to considerable, 
as a great quantity of débris fell into the 
street. 

One huge boulder fell into Bank Street 
and crashed through the plateglass window 
of the office of the Fidelity Trust Com- 
pany in the main building, at Bank and 
Broad Streets. Several large stones struck 
the roof of Police Headquarters, at 9 Bank 
Street, while another fell on the roof of a 
shed in the rear of the building at 17 Bank 
Street, completely demolishing the struct- 
ure. The flash of lightning was followed 
by « terrific thunder clap that startled the 
entire business section of the city. The 
fall of the huge stones could be heard for 
nearly five blocks. 

The lightning, striking. the tower, ran 
down and struck the building at 11 Bank 
Street occupied by Griffin's restaurant. 
Here it passed from the dining room to the 
kitchen and out through a rear window. 
Charles Miller, the cook, was knocked from 
his feet. while Joseph C. Thomas and wife, 
who were eating supper, were both stunned. 


The storm which the Weather Bureau 
predicted would strike New York last night 
descended on the city with all its fury at 8 
o’clock promptly, and in ten minutes all 
five boroughs and neighboring places for a 
radius of thirty miles were flooded. Coney 
Island felt its’ effects most, and within a 
half hour after the storm started the place 
was as dead as it is in midwinter. The 
southeast wind raised an unusually high 
tide, which put the lower parts of the isl- 
and entirely under water. Surf Avenue 
was flooded in cll except a very few-of the 
highest places, and the surf rolled unbroken 
up the Ocean Boulevard as far as Map ape 


Avenue. 

‘An ordinarily large number o 
were in the various places of amusement 
when the.storm broke. “They did ‘not wait’ 
for any letting up of the rainfalt, but bolted 
for the trains, leaving the island deserted. 
Then all of the electric lights were turned 
off, and at 9 o’clock the place was perfectly 
dark, except here.and there where an 4 
light shed its rays. At the height of “ft 
storm the tracks of all of the roads ong 
ning to the island were under water. 

Harlem received a good drenching, and 
for a time One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Stréet for a distance about’ Seventh Ave- 
nue stood almost knee-deep in water. A 
sudden burst of wind which passed through 
the street shortly after the storm started 
took with it awnings, signs, and showcases, 
leaving intact only the political banners, 
which had been hastily furled. 

The electric lights in Bellevue Hospital 
were put out of commission during the 
storm last night, and the hospital was 
practically in darkness all night. The chan- 

nel in which the wires were placed became 
filled with water, and ie power was shut 

off. 

When the lights went out attendants 
hustled around and ,secured a supply of 
eandles, which were placed in the wards. 
The gas was turned on, but the light was 
very poor and was of no aid to the physi- 


cians. In the psychopathic ward there was 
no light for more than an hour until candles 
were placed in the ward, and nurses and 
doctors had considerable trouble with the 
patient In the other wards there was 
also mo light and the nurses were compelled 
to go about with candles. 

Carl Hertzner, a tailor, thirty-five years 
old, of 304 East Houston Street, was in- 
stantly killed last night in front of the 
house at 40 Clinton Street by a piece of the 
fire escape which fell on him from the sec- 


ond floor. 

The storm was most severe at the time, 
and he was walking along with an umbrella j 
down over his head. Just as he reached ° 
the house, which is a six-story tenement 
the front railing of the fire escape fell an 
struck him on the top of. his head. The 
piece of iron, weighed about 150 pounds. 

It is thought that the wind .was responsi- 
bit for the accident.

PHIPPS DIVORCE SETTLEMENTS 


Mrs. Phipps to Have Income on $750,000 
* —Equal Custody of Children.

DENVER, Col., Sept. 14.—In less j/than ten 
minutes to-day the divorce case /of L. C. 
Phipps against his wife was settled. The 
controversies. concerning the Phipps prop- 
erty are disposed of as follows: 

Mrs. Phipps conveys to Mr. Phipps the 
residence property at Pittsburg, the resi- 
dence property in Denver, and transfers to 
him all the bonds of the United States 
Steel Corporation now standing in her 
name, valued at $500,000. In consideration 
of this Mr Phipps transfers to a trust 
company $750,000 in United States Steel 
Corporation bonds to be held in trust to pay 
the income thereof to Mrs. Phipps so. long 
as she remains unmarried, and in the event 
| of her remarriage to pay her for life there- 
after the income on $250,000 of these bonds. 

As to the children, it is provided that 
their legal residence shall be that of Mr. 
Phipps, but their custody is to;be shared 
equally. During Mrs. Phipps’s’ custody, 
two months is to be given to travel with 
her. They are to pass the Christmas holi- 
days with each alternately, and when in ! 
the custody of either of :the ‘parties, free 
access is to be allowed by each to the oth- 
er at all reasonable times, and they are 
not to be taken out of the United States by 
either, except by the written consent of 
the other. 

Each party is to pay his or her legal ex- 
penses in connection with the divorce. Mr. 
Phipps is to repay the money expended by 
Mrs. Phipps on the Grand View residence, 
and she also is ta have the interest which 
has accrued on the $500,000 of the bonds 
of the United States Steel Corporation.

ST. PETERSBURG, Thursday, Sept. 15.— 
Gen. ‘Kuropatkin, telegraphing on Tuesday 
evening, says 3,000 Japanese are bivouack- 
ing at Bentsiputze, and that the bulk of 
the Japanese forces, is south of the Yen- 
Tai branch railroad. The Japanese, he 
adds, are not advancing. 

The War Office is extremely reticent re- 
garding the present situation and future 
plans at the front. It is stated in general 
terms that the army is concentrated around 
Mukden, leaving the inference that it is 
ready to make another stand. 

There has been no rain during the past 
two days, and it is probable that the coun- 
try will now dry up and leave two months 
of good weather for a Fall campaign. 
‘Many things may happen during this pe- 
riod, but The Associated Press is informed 
by a high authority that preparations are 
being steadily pushed looking to a ‘winter- 
ing of the Russian army at Harbin. 


MUKDEN, Sept. 14.—Much bushwhacking 
is going on upon the road south of Muk- 
den, and many Russian soldiers have been 
killed from the fields of Chinese corn. 

However, the corn harvest will soon be- 
gin, and when the fields are cleared the 
country will be much more suitable for 
military operations.

He Remains Viceroy, but Kuropatkin 


Controls Military Operations. 

PARIS, Thursday, Sept. 15.—The corre- 
spondent at St. Petersburg of the Echo de 
Paris says: 

“TI learn authoritatively that Viceroy 
Alexieff asked to be relieved of the func- 
tions of Commander in Chief by land and 
sea of the Russian forces in the Far East, 
but not of those of Viceroy, his object be- 
ing to avoid giving a semblance of con- 
sistency to the réports of antagonism be- 
tween himself and Gen. Kuropatkin. 

*“ He asked that he be allowed to continue 
to be responsible for the political and diplo- 
matic administration in the Far East and to 
remain at Harbin. 

“The Emperor granted this request, and, 
therefore, Gen. Kuropatkin henceforth will 
be solely responsible for military operations 
there.” 


BRITISH SHIP AFTER THE LENA. 


Cruiser Grafton May Follow Her—Re- 
port That She Was in Action. 


VICTORIA, B. C., Sept. 14.—His Majes- 
ty’s ship Grafton, flagship of the Pacitic 
squadron, which left here some days ago 
for her annual heavy gun practice at Co- 
mox, returned unexpectedly to Esquimalt 
early on Tuesday, making the trip from 
Comox under forced draught and in record 
time. 

The cause of the Grafton’s return is con- 
nected with the appearance of the Russian 
auxiliary cruiser Lena at San Francisco. 

A significant circumstance connected with 
the Grafton’s appearance at Esquimalt is 


that all shore leave has been indefinitely 
suspended. The big cruiser also mainizins 
her steam pressure at unusuul strength. 


WASHINCTON, Sept. 14.—The Inspector 
of Hulls and Boilers at San Francisco has 
submitted to the Department of Commerce 
and Labor a report regarding the condition 
of the Lena.

“The leading files fortunately encoun- 
tered some automatic mines, and many of 
the enemy were blown in the air. The at- 
tack was repulsed in an hour. .

CHE-FOO, Thursday, Sept. 15 (12:15 A.

JAPAN PLEASED WITH GERMANY'{ $ 


Berlin Foreign Office Denies Report of a 
Secret Pact with Russia. 


BERLIN, Sept. 14*-The Foreign Office 
here, taking notice of the article in The 
London Times to-day setting forth that a 
secret understanding exists between Rus- 
sia and Germany in regard to the Far 
East, depending on Japan's defeat, informs 
The Associated Press that Japan, since 
the Russian warships sought refuge at 
Tsing-Tau, has twice formally expressed 
her satisfaction with Germany's careful ob- 
servance of neutral obligations. 

The Foreign Office says the commercial 
treaty recently concluded with Russia con- 
tains no political clause. It is what it pur- 
ports to be and nothing more. Nor has 
Germany concluded any political agree- 
ment with Russia. The commercial treaty 
is the only treaty arranged with Russia in 
a long time. Nor does any special agree- 


ment on political subjects exist between the 
two Governments. 

The Russian ships, it is declared, have 
not found an asylum at Tsing-Tau, but a 
prisen. 


JAPANESE TAXING MANCHUS. 


Mukden Dispatch Also Says They Are 
Establishing Music Halls, 


MUKDEN, Sept. 14.--The Japanese are 
causing a sensation among the natives of 
Manchuria as they advance by establish- 
ing their own system of taxation and ad- 
ministration as though the country were 
actually Japanese territory. They are pay- 
ing for supplies with promissory notes on 
the war fund, a blanket note being given 
for the payment to each village on the 
basis of population, leaving the residents 
to divide pro rata. . 

Few of these notes have yet been col- 
lected in cash, but Japanese officials are 
collecting a cash tax levied ‘“‘for war ex- 
penses.”” They have even notified the Gov- 
ernor of Mukden to discontinue the salt 
tax, as it will be readjusted upon a Jap- 
anese basis.

“Letter Breathes Triumphant 
Plunder,” He Says. 


TAMMANY CROWD CHEERS 


Candidate’s Letter At- 
tacked at Wigwam. Meeting— 
“Democracy a Faith, Repub- 
licanism an Appetite.” 


Republican 


Tammany Hall last night ratified the 
nomination of Parker and Davis and 
pledged its support to the Democratic ticket 
and principles. If it had not rained all sorts 
of cats and dogs there would, the Tam- 
many men say, have been an old-time 
‘Tammany rally outside the Hall. As it 
was, there was a good crowd inside and 
W. Bourke Cockran stirred that crowd to 
an enthusiasm that made the leaders grin 
with -pleasure. 

Besides Mr. Cockran, Congressman Sul- 
ter and M. Warley Platzek spoke. 
James W. Gerard presided. Resolutions 
were adopted that called attention to the 
extravagance of the Republican Adminis- 
trations and other issues of the campaign, 
not excepting Mr. Roosevelt’s personality. 
When Mm Cockran appeared, some one 
shouted, “ Three cheers for the next United 
States Senator,” and the cheers were given 
with a will. Those cheers, however, did 
not compare with the enthusiasm mani- 
fested when Mr. Cockran got up and tried 
to speak. The band tried to drown out the 
noise, but it broke out afresh when the 
tooting ceased. 

“Three cheers for the real leader of Tam- 
many Hall,” yelled some one, and the 
crowd went wild again. 

Mr. Cockran began in his usual measured 
manner, but warmed up to his subject as 
he went along, drawing cheer after cheer 
from the crowd, and almost driving the 
corps of stenographers to distraction. He 
made a vitriolic attack on the President 
and his letter of acceptance. He said tnat 
before the letter was published the Repub- 
licans tried to make it appear that there 
Was really no difference between the par- 
ties, and in fact that the candidates were 
so alike that they could hardly be told 
apart; that Roosevelt, instead of being 
Strenuous, violent, and picturesque, was 
calm, introspective, and almost common 
place, and that he strayed the paths of 
Sweet reasonableness. The letter, he said, 
tore off the disguise, and showed that one 
candidate was the self-seeking egotist and 
the other the modest self-effacing patriot. 
He said that the letter not only showed a 
violent disregard for Constitution and law 
but showed also that Roosevelt was in- 
capable of logical processes of thought. 

In part Mr. Cockran said: 


Mr. Cockran’s Speech. 


“Every page of this letter reads abso- 
lute contempt of the Constitution. He does 
not disguise it. Roughly speaking, it may 
be divided into two heads. One part of 
it—and the more important—deals with the 
policies which he contemplates and the 
purposes which he has formed in the event 
of his re-election. The other merely deals 
with the events of the past, most espe- 
cially those which concern his own Ad- 
ministration. This again can be subdi- 
vided into taunts of his opponents and into 
laudations of himself, but the note of con- 
tempt for the Constitution and for re- 
straint of law permeates it all. At the 
very beginning he discusses what was de- 
nounced on the floor of the House as a 
gross act of usurpation. He does not pre- 
tend that it was in conformity with the 
Constitution. Nay, more—he shows that 
he does not understand the meaning of 
Constitutional authority, that he does not 


urderstand the consequence of loyalty to 
the principles and plans of the Government 
which he administers. Lest I do him an 
injustice, let me resd you precisely what 
he says tren this subject: 

“ “It is easy to test our opponents’ sin- 
cerity in this matter. The order in ques- 
tion is revocable at the pleasure of the 
Executive. if our opponents act in that 
matter they can revoke this order and an- 
nounce that they will treat the veterans of 
Sixty-two to seventy as presumably in full 
vigor and not entitled to pensions. Will 
they now authoritatively state that they in- 
tend to do this? If so, we accept the issue. 
If not, then we have the right to ask why 
they raises an issue which when raised they 
do pot venture pA ~~ a 

“Now, my friend, just conceiv 
sequence of that statement. You wilt 
remember that this ordering question was 
defeirded and is defended here upon the 
ground that it was a mere interpretation of 
the law passed by Congzgrsss. he act was 
<ttacked upon the ground that it constituted 
a virtual appropriation ef money by the 
Executive, and therefore amounted to leg- 
islution. It was answered that it was not 
legislation, but merely interpretation of ex- 
a as ay! ee ee the consequence 
n the lig oO at expla 
| the lg planation of this line 

“What is the meaning of that? 
Pxecutive claims the right to chon ne 

terpretation of the law as he pleases, re- 
vokable at his pleasure? That the law may 
mean one thing to-day and another thing 
to-morrow?. That the Executive is to de- 
cide its meaning from day to day, changing 
it as he pleases? Why, if the deciaration of 
a legislative intent and changing it from 
hour to hour does not constitute fegislation 
itself, then it is impossible to say of what 
legislation consists. And, mark you, he 
asks, What will the Democrats do? ‘Will 
they come out and make it an issue how we 
shall interpret the law? To make the in- 
terpretation of the law by a sworn officer 
a political issue? Conceive the infamy of 
that ny sane the less be- 
cause the man who puts it forwar: 
seem to grasp its enormity. Piders nae

“What will the Democrats da, he asks? 
I will tell you. Democrats can do put one 
thing, and that is obey the law. Whatever 
that law means, a Democratic Executive 
will declare, and having declared, that 
declaration will last for all time, 

“And in the same paragraph and deal- 


ing with this same question, the President 
attempts to explain the interpretation on 
the ground that the veterans were de- 
serving of the highest and best treatment 
that human beings ever won by heroic 
sacrifices for their country.

Was that interview by Mr. Knox. 

“‘'Phnk of what it means, the President 
of the United States, through his Attorney 
General, assumes the right to exercise @ 
kind of dispensing power, not to pardon 
past offenses but to license new offenses, 
to authorize continual violation of the law 
and promise immunity for it. Here we 
have a Republican Magistrate openly de- 
claring through his Attorney General that 
if certain trusts behave themselves, al- 
though he has just had their method of 
organization pronounced illegal, that if they 
continue to maintain their organization for 
the plunder of the community, that they 
will be safe, provided that a portion of the 
plunder finds its way into ..e Republican 
corruption fund. That is it, and yet, my 
friends, that general promise of immunity 
was not. sufficient to bring these trusts 
into active support for Mr. Roosevelt, for 
after ¥: Knox's interview they were 8 
hostil 


That “ Corruption Fund.” 


“Who were these agents who have 
wrought this miracle? There Mr. Roose- 
velt can speak with authority. He makes 
a statement on its face positively incorrect. 
He has a chance to make one commending 
himself to the American people. He has 
shown commendable candor in displaying 
his purposes in this letter of acceptance, 


He can render a crowning service to politi- 
cal parties by declaring now how it is that 
the trusts that opposed him four weeks ago 
are to-day giving up checks through the 
means of Senator Aldrich of Rhode Island 
to make the corruption fund. There is an- 
other statement to which I desire to call 
your attention in this letter; it is an illu- 
minating one. lt is worth repeating. He 
claims credit here especially for the estab- 
lishing of the gold standard, and he says: 

‘The record of the last seven years proves 
that the party now in power can be trusted 
to take the additional action necessary to 
improve and strengthen our monetary sys- 
tem, and that our opponents cannot be so 
trusted.’ 

“You will observe that he is very skill- 
ful in fixing the period of seven years. gt 
is quite true that for the last seven years 
the Republican Party has been faith ul to 
the maintenance of the gold standard, but 
it was just seven years ago that the Repub- 
lican Party discovered that it paid politic- 
ally to support the gold standard. 

‘* Passing now to the declaration of future 
policy, we find that it practically anneunces 
that the existing tariff will be maintained, 
that, so to speak, he becomes the pattest of 
the stand-patters; that the trusts have no 
relation to the tariff at all, and some day 
promise of legislation is held out the char- 
acter of which no man can infer, and the 
Philippine Islands are to be held, and if you 
don’t like it what are you going to do 
about it? 

“Now, in his discussion of protection he 
sheds a flood of ,ight upon eS ose of 
the party. Mr. Hay, Mr. Root, Mr. oody, 
and Mr. Taft never gave the slightest indi- 
eation of what the intention of the party 
was. Here we have it in full. We have the 
declaration that our prosperity depends 
upon the protective tariff system, and has 
to be maintained. Now, bear in mind Mr. 
Roosevelt and ell Republicans are very in- 
genious in trying to make it appear that 
the Democrats are opposed to all customs 
duties. Customis duties have been levied 
in this country since the organization of 
the Government. 

‘It is a Democratic doctrine that taxes 
can be levied only for the support of the 
Government, and then only to the extent 
that is absolutely necessary. 

“The Democrats regard taxes of every 
description as a burden necessary to be 
borne. The Republicans, on the other hand, 
seem to believe that taxes are not a bur- 
den but a benefit; that the more you tax a 
man, the richer you make him; they must 
be not to support the Government but to 
enrich some favorite of the Government. 

‘““Mr, Roosevelt is very clear in his state- 
ment—it is fair to say here he speaks with 
breezy audacity of perfect innocence. [Ap- 
plause.] No question at all about his faith 
in himself, and that faith proceeds on curi- 
ous grounds, He tells us we must not con- 
sider this question, and in considering this 
question we must not follow professional 
counselors. 

“Anybody who reads this document will 
see how carefully he followed his own ad- 
vice. He certainly_bas not read anything 
about the tariff, and yet he must have at 
least seen the outside of these books, be- 
eause he is a college graduate; he must at 
least be assumed to have some familiarity 
with Adam Smith, Mill, Bastiare, and 
Badger, but he assures us that he is en- 
tirely independent of that kind of informa- 
tion, because we find him acquiring his 
tariff information from the enguting, in- 
spiring influences of Lou Payne, Tom Platt, 
Matt Quay, Boies Penrose, and the rest of 
the tribe. 

Mr. Cockran then took up Mr. Rooseve'!t’s 
tariff arguments in detail and attacked 
them all. He accused the Republicans of 
seeking new plunder in the Philippines and 
— extravagance at home. He concluded 
thus: 

‘“‘Every line in this letter breathes the 
spirit of triumphant plunder. Not a single 
word is uttered there that does not show 
consciousness of plunder. although it seems 
to be in some instances a case of unconsci- 
ous cerebration. The State of Panama has 
been wrenched from the country to which it 
owed allegiance. That is past and gone; it 
cannot be repaired. We must treat the con- 
dition that we find,but I would like to know 
who got those $10,000,000, and where did 
the $50,000,000 go to. I would like to know 
what commissions were paid to induce our 
Government to enter into conspiracies in 
the Waldorf Hotel with reckless adventur- 
ers from across the sea. 

*Democrats are a party of principle. 
They follow principle and value it more 
than profit. Republicans have differed 
more widely than Democrats upon every 
question which has been active in our poli- 
tics. They have differed about the Philip- 
pines, about the tariff, the gold question, 
about Cuba, about every single question 
which has come before the public, but their 
differences never prevented them from come 
ine back as one man the moment there was 
a chance of getting possession of the Gov- 
ernment, and putting their fists into the 
Treasury. Democrats, on the other side, 
tave thrown away prospects of success 
rather than surrender their principles to 
which they were committed. Democracy, 
in fact, is a faith, and Republicanism is ah 
appetite.” 

Speaking of the promised ship subsidy, 
Mr. Cockran said: 

*“We have been told that that money is 
to be paid out because they cannot’ carry 
on their business unless they get assistance 
from the Government, but if you pay a man 
for going into a losing business, why would 
it not be better to pi for going into a 
profitable business? Thy do you need any 
excuse at all for giving a man the contents 
of the Treasury. 

“Why isn’t the possession of it ample 
reason for looting it? That is the issue in 
this campaign, Shall this system of plun- 
der go on further or shall we now declare 
the intention of the American people to 
turn the prow of her ship of state away 
from the rocks that threaten her existence, 
and then head her in the direction of that 
swift, smooth stream which is called De- 
mocracy? 

“Choose between the imperialism of 
Roosevelt and the constitutionalism of 
Parker. Choose between the prosperity 
from industry and the prosperity from 
skillful plunder. Choose between the stream 


that aims at making success in life depend 


upon skill in production and that which re- 
serves the greatest awards for those who 
show the highest skiil in corruption. Choose 
between a government resting upon the 
shoulders of prosperous, contented labor- 
ers and this system of restricted protection 
and enormous vrofits for a few capitalists. 

“Commodities will be growing dearer and 
the payment for the laborer ever growing 
narrower. 

“Choose between this system which rec- 
ognizes the plunderer or the laborer. 
Choose then for your city and for your 
State and for your country, for civilization, 
for the welfare and prosperity of the whole 
human race.

MAINE’S PLURALITY 27,130. 


Great Democratic Gains Since 1900, Es- 
pecially in Frye’s County. 


PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 14.—A Republican 
plurality of 27,130 is shown by complete 
returns from the State election of Monday, 
the unofficial tabulation of which from the 
522 cities, towns, and plantations was com- 
pleted to-day. 

The total vote for Governor, as tabulated, 
was: Cobb, (Rep.,) 78,460; Davis, (Dem.,) 
51,330. 

The vote in 1900 wes: Hill, (Rep.,) 73,470; 
Lord, (Dem.,) 40,086. 

While these figures show a Republican 
gain of 4,990 votes over 1900, they also in- 
dicate a Democratic gain of 11,244, or 4 
net gain for their party of 6,254. 

Few elections in Maine have attracted 
more interest than this one, on account of 
the significance attached to the result by 
the leaders of both parties. The point of 
attack on the part of the Democrats was 
the Republican plurality of 1900. 

All four Republican Congressmen are re- 
turned by pluralities ranging from 5,000 to 
7,000. 

In the Legislature the Democratic gains 
have borne fruit in the election of four 
Cemocrats to the Senate in the place of 
ov.e in the last Legislature and thirty Dem- 
ocrats in place of twenty in the lower 
branch. 

Most of the Democratic gains were in the 
four Counties of Androscoggin, Cumber- 
land, Knox, and Lincoln. In Androscoggin, 
Senator W. P. Frye’s county, one Demo- 
cratic Senator was elected, and also ior the 


first time a Democratic Sheriff. The Dem- 
ccrats practically swept Cumberland Coun- 
ty and materially increased their percent- 
age of gain over the Republicans.

Gov. Chamberlain.

Compelled by Loyalty to Platt to Brave 
Odell Machine. 
Special_to The New York Times 


SARATOGA, Sept. 14.—The situation 
which makes it necessary for the friends 
of Timothy L. Woodryff to stand up in 
the Republican State Convention to-mor- 
row and be counted was not created either 
with the consent or knowledge of Mr. 


Woodruff. It was brought on by Senator 
Piatt entirely of his own volition. 

Mr. Woodruff accepts it with what grace 
the can. He professes complete ignorance 
of the motive which led Senator Piatt 
to refuse. to go into a conference on the 
nomination, as Gov. Odell suggested. 

His friends admit that he would much 
father have taken-his chances in a con- 
ference than to have a line-up in the con- 
vention. His wishes, however, were not 
consulted by the Senator. _ 

He was forced into a situation where but 
two courses are open to him. He must 
either have his friends stand up and be 
counted or turn tail. Admitting defeat to 
ibe inevitable, he believes the best course 
or him to follow, all things considered, 

to make the best fight he can. 
; When it became generally known to-day 
that it was not by Mr. Woodruff’s desire 
thathat the fight was to be carried into the

FASSETT PLEASES DELEGATES. 


Chairman’s Speech the Feature of First 
Day’s Session. 
Special to The New York Times. 

SARATOGA, Sept. 14.—It was a dreary 
and bedraggled Saratoga that greeted the 
Republican delegates and shouters this 
morning when they got out of bed to pre- 
pare for the first session of the State Con- 
vention. Nature seemed determined to 
throw cold water on the entire proposition, 
and made good its determination. 

Because of the rain and the generally 
gloomy conditions, all of the delegates were 
late in arriving at the convention hall, and 
at noon, the hour set for calling the body 
to order, there were few more than five 
hundred persons in the building, which can 
hold 5,000 people. 

The stage was draped with flags and also 
showed pictures of Roosevelt and Fair- 
banks. Prominent in the decorations was 
an enormous silk flag, showing an old-time 
arrangement of the stars in the field. This 
flag had been brought from the Capitol at 
Albany for the convention, and is the flag 
that covered the coffin in which Abraham 
Lincoln lay in state in the old Capitol. 

First of the big men of the party to arrive 
was Senator Chauncey M. Depew, who came 
in a few minutes after noon, and who was 
cheered and applauded as he walked through 
the aisles to his seat with the New York 
delegation. While Depew was being cheered 
Mrs. Depew and the Senator’s son, ‘* Bust- 
er,”’ both of whom were occupying seats on 
the platform, beamed enthusiastically. 

The biggest demonstration of the day, 
however, except that given for Senator 
Platt, started at 12:10 o’clock, when Tim- 
othy L. Woodruff came in and took his seat 
with the Kings County delegation. From 
all parts of the hall came cheers and shouts 
and handclapping, and when the Kings 
County contingent took up the cry and sus- 
tained it until Mr. Woodruff was seated, 
the noise was well-nigh deafening. Borough 
President George Cromwell of Richmond, 
came in with Mr. Woodruff and escorted 
him to his seat. 

By this time all of the delegates were on 
the qui vive for Senator Platt and Gov. 
Odell. The latter disappointed them, as he 
dia not show up in the hall at any stage of 
the day’s proceedings. Py 


Barnes Opens the Convention. 


William Barnes, Jr., the Chairman of the 
State Executive Committee, called the con- 
vention to order at 12:15 o’clock, in the ab- 
sence of Gov. Odell, who should have called 
it to order, because of being the Chairman 


of the State Committee. 

When the prayer was over Mr. Barnef 
announced that Mr. Fassett had been se- 
lected by the State Ccmmittee for the tem- 
porary presiding officer of the convention, 
and named Senator Depew and ex-Gov. 
Black to escort Fassett to the chair. The 
ex-Senator was warmly greeted as he took 
the'gayel from Mr. Barnes's hands. Among 
the things he said were these: 

“We challenge a contrast between what 
we have done and what our Democratic 
friends have done when they themselves 
bave had the power and control. 

“If it be true that Providence has done 
it all, our reply is that Providence seems 
to have retired from business whenever 
the Democratic Party has come into power. 
If Providence is willing to co-operate solely 
with the Republican Party, it would seem 
wise for the American people never to seek 
to dissolve the partnership. 

** Again, they tell us that we did not ac- 
complish alone all that has been done. This 
also is true. But as a party, as a Demo- 
cratic organization, our opponents have at 
every step opposed our progress and de- 
layed our advancement. 

* Animatéd by no enduring principles or 
consistent purposes, they have only agreed 
upon opposition to whatever we proposed. 
Our Democratic friends are, however, some- 
times enabled in retrospect to see some- 
thing excellent in what we have done. 
There are many of them toy. who eulo- 
gize Lincoln and Grant afid McKinley. 

It was 2 o’clock when Mr. Fassett con- 
cluded his speech, while the band struck up 
** Yankee Doodle.’’ The Chairman proceed- 
ed then to perfect the temporary organiza- 
tion through the naming of the Secretaries 
and the committees. 

Michael J. Dady of Brooklyn was made 
Chairman of the Committee on Permanent 
Organization, Senator Edgar Truman 
Brackett of Saratoga Springs was made 
Chairman of the Committee on Credentials, 
and John A. Sleicher of New York was 
made Chairman of the Committee on Reso- 
lutions. All committees were ordered to 
meet later in the afternoon. 


“ Open Convention” Resolution. 


While these committees were being named 
Silas B. Dutcher of Kings County secured 
recognition and presented to the conven- 
tion the “open convention” resolution, 


which had been agreed upon by the Kings 
County delegation at its meeting earlier in 
the day. 

‘“T have been assured this is to be an 
‘open convention,’” said Mr. Dutcher, 
without even the faintest semblance of a 
smile. “I also believe that in every Re- 
publican convention we shall always have 
the right to express our own preferences. 
Therefore, I offer this resolution, which I 
shall read: : 

** Resolved, That when the vote for can- 
didates for Governor is taken the roll of the 
individual delegates shall be called, so that 
each delegate may arise and explain his 
personal choice and that of his constitu- 
ents.’ ”’ 

The resolution was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions, and at 2:10 o’clock 
the convention adjourned to meet again at 
11 o’clock in the morning. 


FREMONTERS HEAR SPEECHES. 


Republican Semi-Centennial Celebration 
at Saratoga. 


SARATOGA, Sept. 14.—Rain which fell in 
torrents did not prevent a good attendance 
at the Republican Party’s semi-centennial 
this evening. Occupying seats on the plat- 
form were 125 white-haired veterans who 
voted for John C. Frémont. Frederick W. 
Seward, son of Loncoln’s Secretary of 
State, presided. 

Senator Fairbanks delivered an address 
in which he said: 

“Where are the trophies of the Repub- 
lican Party? There is our financial credit, 
as sacredly preserved as the life of the 
Republic. There is the gold standard. There 
is our industrial system, which is the mar- 
vel of the age. 

“There is the Panama Canal, which 
crowns the futile efforts of centuries. These 
are a few of the achievements of the 
organization, the anniversary of whose 
birth in New York we celebrate.”’ 


The other speakers were Senator Depew, 
Murat Halstead, and Major Francis B. 
Freémont, a son of Gen. Frémont.

The new boat has been built in 
Boston, and will be entered in the coming 
race by Hollander & Tangeman, whose 
Fiat boats appeared in a number of motor 
boat races early in the season. The odd 
name of Macaront has been given to the 
boat. It is one of those self-explanatory 
names, somewhat on the fashion of W. K. 
Vanderbilt's Hard-Boiled Egg, but which 
proved a misnomer. The Macaroni, on the 
other hand, is believed to be a dandy, as 
auto boats go, and, according to the 
“Yankee Doodle” line—‘‘he stuck a 
feather in his cap and called it macaroni ’’— 
so the boat will be ornamented on the 
prow with a rakish looking hat showing 
a feather sticking through it. 

The ingenuity of auto boat names has 
been one of the characteristic features this 
season, and if the boats themselves have 


often been a disappointment in speed, there 
has been no lack of novelty and surprises 
in names. 

The Macaroni is 32 feet long and will have 
an engine of about 60 horse power. With 
this new boat and the fast Mercedes boats 
already entered, one owned by W. K. 
Vanderbilt, Jr., in addition to the Vingt- 
et-Un and the Challenger, the contest for 
the Challenge Cup promises to be the most 
satisfactory auto boat race of the year. 
It will be held on the Hudson, starting 
from the Columbia Yacht Club, foot of 
West Eighty-sixth Street, the first of the 
three races being on Sept. 21. 


VESPER BOAT CLUB RESIGNS. 


Claims Its Members Were Not Treated 


Fairly in Middle States Regatta. #

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Sept. 14.—It leaked 
out late to-night that the Vesper Boat Club had 
resigned from the Middle States Regatta Associa- 
tion. This action was caused by the treatment 
of the oarsmen who rowed on the Harlem River 
on Labor Day. In that regatta the Philadelphia 
crews, who furnished a large percentage of the 
entry list, did not win a single event. The 
claim is made that they were treated in an un- 


sportsmanlike manner. 

In the four-oared barge race the Vespers were 
obliged to row in a borrowed boat. When the 
start was made the crew was fully twenty feet 
from the line, and the other contestants were 
sent away, with the Philadelphians in this posi- 
tion. This removed all chance of the Vesper 
sweeps taking the race, as they finished about 
this distance behind the leading crew. 

In the four-oared shell race the Vespers were 
strong favorites and were neck and neck with 
the Ravenswood four all the way down the 
course. A cannon boomed, which ‘the visiting 
oarsmen understood was to mark the end of the 
Trace, and they stopped rowing. The judges de- 
cided that Ravenswood had won by six inches, 


although it is claimed that the Philadelphians 
were in the lead at the time the signal was giv2h. 


NEW YORK RIFLEMEN WIN. 


Seventy-first’s Team Took the Cruik- 
shank Trophy at Creedmoor. 


New York riflemen carried off first honors 
again yesterday in a military target competition 
at the Creedmoor range.

get down to business. Unfortunately the 
*‘business” of the Convention had not 
been advanced by its managers to a 
stage of preparation which permitted it 
to be completed yesterday; hence an ad- 
journment to this morning, when, if the 
“fight” has not been ended by the usual 
dickers and handshakings, it will be re- 
sumed. We have little doubt that it will 
be ended; at least if it is resumed it will 
hardly be either gory or protracted. Poor 
Mr. Piatt is not the man, not the leader 
he was ten or fifteen years ago. Gov. 
ODELL is not only powerful, he is relent- 
less. He has feeling, mercy, and consid- 
eration for PLaTrT only so far as he thinks 
an appearance of decent harmony will 
be helpful to himself. PLatt no longer 
has much strength, anyway, and the lit- 
tle that he has he is scarcely sure of in a 
“ fight.” A man who is Governor, Chair- 
man, and boss occupies a position of in- 
dubitable advantage. 

Governor and Chairman ODELL appears 
to be of the opinion that this State is go- 
ing Republican, that his candidate, even 
though it should be Mr. Hicerins, will be 
successful. Mr. HicGiIns would indeed 
prove to be a natural leader of men if he 
could triumph, weighed down as he will 
be by the unpopularity of the man who 
nominates him. 





FIGURING ON MAINE. 

We have no more inclination to claim 
the result of the election in Maine as a 
sure indication of a change in public sen- 
timent strong enough to overcome the 
Republican plurality of 1900 than we felt 
in the case of Vermont, but we think 
that’ our neighbor The Sun is a little im- 
prudent in assuring its Republican 
friends that “ Vermont and Maine are 
sufficient proof that there is no water 
for a Democratic ‘tidal wave.’” Some 
of the cipherers at the Roosevelt head- 
quarters, taking this same view, have 
been applying the time-honored method 
of percentages to sustain it. But per- 
centages in this case are fatal. 

The following little table shows the 
Democratic and Republican vote in 
Maine in the year 1900 and in this year, 
with the percentages of increase in each 
case:

We think ourselves that the election in 
Maine has very little value as an indica- 
tion of what the result will be in No- 
vember, and that such significance as it 
possesses is not altogether encouraging 
to the advocates of Judge PARKER. But 


there are the figures, and if our san- 
guine friends on the other side insist on 
basing large superstructures on them it 
is worth noting that the basis is frail 
and uncertain. And as far as “ tidal 
waves” go, it is to be recalled that the 
latest and worst of them occurred in the 
tranquil waters of the Pacific and gave 
no warning of its approach. What hap- 
pens in physical nature sometimes hap- 
pens in politics. - ; 


THE MAYOR TO THE BANKERS. 

Mayor McCLELLAN expressed some con- 
trition in his address of welcome to 
the bankers yesterday that he had 
“ preached.” We do not think it was to 
be regretted. The little preaching he did 
was on a subject he understands and one 
of great importance to his hearers, of im- 
portance perhaps greater than their in- 
terest in it, the direct and considerable 
responsibility of their class—we may well 
say their profession—for currency legis- 
lation. 

It is perfectly true, as he said, that the 
currency laws are in some respects as 
“archaic and unsuited to our modern de- 
velopment as the old militia law.” And 
the following statement is equally true: 

Congress is always upon the eve of an 
election. The fear that one side or the other 
may make political capital has caused Con- 
gress, no matter which party may have 
been in power, constantly to defer the con- 
sideration of an adequate currency law, 
until the question seems to be almost as 
impossible of solution as the riddle of the 
Sphinx or the squaring of the circle. You 
have it in your power to prove to the people 
of the United States that the question of 
the currency is in no sense political. You 
have it in your power to so educate public 
opinion that Congress, regardless of sec- 
tion, or faction, or party, will enact a cur- 
rency law adequate to the needs of modern 
conditions, which will not be in the inter- 
ests of any community or group of men, 
but in the best interests of the whole peo- 
ple. * 

We like to think of ourselves as an 2d- 
vanced people, and in some very essential 
things we are advanced indeed, but in 
financial legislation we are far behind 
some other countries. This is not at all 
due to lack of general intelligence or to 
lack of special‘intelligence in those who 
deal most directly with the matter. It is 
chiefly due to the great resources and 
rapid growth of the country, which have 
enabled us to bear almost without realiz- 
ing them the burdens our defective sys- 
tem imposes, and in part to our decen- 
tralized system of government, which has 
many advantages, but which scatters re- 
sponsibility and makes united action dif- 
ficult. The spring for such action lies 
in public opinion, and that the bankers 
should be able to guide. 


THE MONEY VALUE~ OF RAPID 
TRANSIT. 

The fact that the time between two 
points as widely separated as, say, Rec- 
tor and One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Streets will by the subway be reduced an 
average of ten minutes, thus saving 
twenty minutes daily to those who trav- 
erse this distance habitually, or two 
hours in each week, suggests a calcula- 
tion which some will be likely to con- 
sider interesting and others profitable. 

Let us suppose that there are 10,000 
persons who will daily go south and 
north between these two stations; their 
aggregate saving in time will be 3,333 
hours a day, or 19,998 hours a week. 
Allowing for the class who will thus 
travel the customary two weeks’ annual 
vacation, their fifty weeks of daily travel 
will be. shortened by 999,900 hours, or 
41,66214 days of 24 hours. As the average 
business day does not exceed eight hours, 
this saving would represent 124,987 busi- 
ness days in every year. If the time of 
these 10,000 habitual travelers is worth 
50 cents an hour, each one will have 
gained by the saving in time devoted to 
travel 16 2-3 cents a day, or in round 
numbers $37.24 per year of 286 days. 
The’ aggregate money advantage to 
10,000 people in the ordinary business 
year should be $372,400. 

On this basis it would be very easy to 
figure that the average saving in time 
effected by the subway for the total 
number of people moved daily would 
alone represent interest on considerably 
more than its cost. For example, if a 
million people travel by the subway 
daily, each passenger average a gain of 
five minutes, and this time be worth .83 
cent a minute, or 4.15 cents per trip, a 
million people would show an aggregate 
saving of $41,500 per day, or $12,450,000 
per year of business days. 

If it be-objected that the time thus 
saved will not be so profitably utilized 
as to vindicate this calculation, the ap- 
propriate answer is that time is money, 
and that if not utilized to the best ad- 
vantage the fault is with the person who 
wastes his time, and not with the calcu- 
lation as to what that time is worth to 
him if he did utilize it. Moreover, what- 
ever saves time increases the productive- 
ness of a community and adds to the 
National wealth. To lengthen by a third 
of an hour the average business day of 
even ten thousand people without cur- 
tailing the time which may be devoted t¢ 
rest and recreation is arithmetically 
equivalent to increasing the productive- 
ness of these 10,000 persons by the add- 
ed labor of 416.6 persons through each 
eight-hour business day. From this 
point of view the subway is undoubtedly 
the best of possible investments for New 
York. 


SMOKELESS COAL AND NAVAL RE- 
QUIREMENTS. 

The much-discussed proposition to re- 
serve for the exclusive use of the Ad- 
miralty what remains of the definitely 
limited supply of smokeless steam coal 
in the thirteen or more collieries which 
now supply coal for the British Navy has 
called out a wide diversity of opinion. 
Perhaps the most interesting contribu- 
tion to the discussion is that.of Mr. J. 
McCauLay, General Manager of the Al- 
exartidra Docks and Railway, who he- 
comes prophetic as follows: 


At the worst—and that is probably a hun- 


hausted supply of steam coal, we will 
worse off than our rivals, But 
making the strides it does, who 

for a moment that such a crude form 
generating power as the 


hanging as an interesting curiosity upon 
the cabin wall of the commander of the 
period, much as we hang pictures of stage 
ecaches upon the walls of our drawing 
rooms. The battleship of 1954 or 2004—if 
she will have herself survived—will moor 
Alongside the power station at the naval 
base, connect a few wire ends with those 
upon the quay, and have her accumulators 
charged in a few hours for three months’ 
continuous steaming, the power being 
cheaply generated by “ producer gas” en- 
gines, by tidal rise and fall, or by the har- 
nessing of some other natural force. 

The idea that buried coal will be of 
much less use to coming generations 
than to that which now occupies the 
centre of the terrestrial stage is not a 
new one, but comparatively few have 
found the courage to predict the trend of 
mechanical development quite so posi- 
tively as Mr. McCaunary has done. His 
main point, however, is apparently un- 
answerable: Posterity will best be served 
by doing all that can be done with avail- 
able resources in promoting the welfare 
of humanity along the lines established 
by the beneficent arts of peace. Half a 
century ago there was a strong public 
sentiment in Great Britain in favor of 
the preservation of Pnglish oak for the 
exclusive use of the navy in building the 
“wooden walls” which were the safe- 
guards of the nation. That it was not 
done may be regretted, but not because 
the wooden frigate of half a century ago 
would be of any use to-day. It is a very 
safe prediction that the era of the steam 
engine will not last until coal is scarce; 
but just what will take its place is a 
matter of conjecture in which a lively 
imagination has an advantage over one 
which moves more sluggishly. It is im- 
possible not to agree with Mr. McCavLaYy 
that: “ A talent is not given to be buried, 
but to be put into immediate and active 
circulation for the purpose of gaining 
the fullest measure of working power. 
It is for that power, best adapted from 
its breadth to advantageous working ex- 
pression by the changing methods and 
forces of progress, that our descendants 
will thank us.” This is a sane and 
wholesome view of the duty of the pres- 
ent to the future. .

REAL AND MIMIC WAR. 


The Russian General, Sassutircu, who 


Was erroneously reported to be one 
of those captured by the Japanese, 
is very unpopular at the St. Peters- 
burg War Office by reason of the 
fact that he is rather too much of a 
fighter to conform to Russian standards. 
A year ago he was in command of a di- 
vision of infantry at the manoeuvres 
near St. Petersburg, and insisted upon 
storming and capturing heights occupied 
by artillery and in the face of a fire 
which, theoretically, should have exter- 
minated his column. The judges were 
disgusted, and instead of a compliment 
Gen. SASSULITCH received a reprimand 
and a rating of zero. 

Of course, if a man plays a game he 
should play it according to the rules; but 
recent experience should modify the 
harsh official judgment of the irrepressi- 
ble and undisciplined commander’s con- 
cept of the conditions of real war. On 
more than one occasion the Japanese 
have stormed and taken positions which 
were deemed impregnable and in the face 
of a fire which any umpire of a battle 
with blank cartridges would have de- 
cided was hot enough to wither any at- 
tacking column. The success of the 
Japanese would seem to lie chiefly in the 
doing of things which the Russian strat- 
egists—if there be any—deemed quite im- 
possible. 

= 
THE LUNCH HABIT. 

The “ coming man” has not been much 
discussed of late. The debate to which he 
gave rise was inconclusive, since it did 
not leave us quite sure whether he would 
have hair or be bald, whether he would 
be greater or less in stature than the 
present average, or what his tastes and 
habits would be. Perhaps the most in- 
teresting question concerning him which 
has not been discussed ad nauseam is, 
Will he eat luncheon? 

A well-known business man lately re- 
marked: “‘ Emancipation from the lunch 
habit is, in my judgment, the most im- 
portant step which a young man can 
take in the direction of practical suc- 
cess.” This apparently extravagant 
statement he subsequently explained 
very convincingly by his own experience. 
Early recognizing that he could not do his 
duty by his employers if he cut his day 
in halves and absented himself from his 
post for even a short period, he saw also 
that an important advantage was likely 
to come to himself by doubling his vigi- 
lance at the time when that of those 
about him was likely to be relaxed. This 
foresight was quickly vindicated by a 
number of incidents which, for the mo- 
ment, made him the most responsible 
employé of the house he worked for and 
called attention to his capacity and fidel- 
ity. Since then he has not found time 
during business hours to set apart for 
lunch thirty to forty-five minutes of 
very valuable time, and the clerk who 
needs this indulgence is one who has no 
chance in his office for advancement be- 
yond routine work. 

The authority quoted has observed that 
the lunch habit is one which grows 
upon the person who yields to it, gradu- 
ally expanding into a dinner habit and 
unfitting one for effective work during 
the afternoon. One thus overfed feels 
very well for a few minutes but soon 
becomes “logy ”’ and sleepy if his diges- 
tion is good, or irritable and nervous if 
his digestion is poor. He finds it impos- 
sible to take interest in his work, and the 
last hours of his business day are spoiled

by physical incapacity to devote his best 
energies to what he has to do. If he 
takes a light supper after his day is over 
be must go to bed early, or by 10 or il 
o’clock he will need another supper, 
which is likely to spoil his night’s sleep. 
Very likely he will rise unrested and un- 
refreshed, with no inclination for other 
breakfast than strong coffee, and begin 
his day in bad condition, to be “ good for 
little until he has had his midday feed 
and good for nothing thereafter.” 

There is an increasingly large number 
of business and professional men to 
whom this view of the lunch habit ap- 
peals strongly. In their opinion the 
sane habit of eating under normal condi- 
tions of business life in a city calls for a 
substantial breakfast, and regards the 
disinclination to eat upon rising as evi- 
dence of a disordered stomach and im- 
paired digestion. By one who has thus 
begun the day properly the need for food 
is not again felt until, say, 6:30 or 7 P. 
M., the hour at which civilized communi- 
ties dine. He is then comfortably hun- 
gry, wants a good dinner, and enjoys it, 
and is in the best condition for a pleas- 
ant and profitable evening. If wise he 
will avoid late suppers, and his sleep will 
not be disturbed by the results of indi- 
gestion, unless) by reason of imprudent 
drinking, which should be avoided, what- 
ever his habits in other respects. 

This is a matter concerning which 
opinions are likely to differ as widely as 
habits. It is, however, one which has 
for the average business man a greater 
interest than he may have realized, and 
is likely to repay thoughtful discussion. r 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—A correspondent who is himself a doc- 
tor commends and corroborates our some- 
what impatient denial of the claim so often 
made by members of his profession—the 
claim that they alone among men are suf- 
ficiently forgetful of selfish interests to 
labor earnestly at the task of destroying 
the conditions out of which they make their 
livings. ‘‘ Medical men,” he says, “‘ are no 
better than other men, and the profession 
as a whole reflects the virtues and short- 
comings of the age. No sensible men elect 
to become doctors simply from altruistic 
motives. They enter the medical profession 
partly from choice and chiefly to make a 
living.” Ovr correspondent insists, how- 
ever, that the doctors do see life from a 
point of view which is rarely granted to 
other workers, and that this outlook is fa- 
vorable to the development of altruistic 
conduct on the part of medical practition- 
ers. Nobody denies, or thinks of denying, 
that essertion, but it does not conflict at all 
with ours, which was that the progress of 
preventive medicine is not appreciably de- 
creasing the doctor’s opportunities to collect 
his well-earned fees, and that the ideal 
world whence all illness has been banisnea 
is obviously of an attainment so close to 
infinitely remote that no measurable self- 
sacrifice is directly involved in the most 
energetic of struggles toward it. That doc- 
tors, or many doctors, are generous and 
charitable is beyond question; it is propb- 
able, indeed, that they do more work for 
nothing than the members of any other 
profession. Most of them admit, however, 
that they make the rich pay for the poor 
as much and as often as they can, and their 
pecuniary rewards are not so smali, con- 
sidering that wich the money goes so large 
an amount of the public’s cordially ex- 
pressed respect that the doctor’s social po- 
sition is distinctly above that of a vast 
majority of his fellow-men. They are doing 
something, even much, toward the banish- 
ment of diseases, but if they cre banishing 
disease, it is at a rate much too slow to 
affect their incomes for many a century to 
come. As our correspondent puts it, ‘‘ so- 
ciety is as successful in multiplying causes 
and conditions favorable to the develop- 
ment of disease and accident as medical 
science is in discovering means for heading 
off and stamping out diseases.’’ And that is 
putting the case very charitably for the 
doctors—and even more so for society. 


—Capt. GrorcEe Marsters of the Nova 
Scotian schooner Theta will have to do a 
lot of able explaining before he convinces 
the owners of the vessel—unless she happens 
to have but one and the one himself—that 
his abandonment of her was in accord with 
the nautical standards of right and wrong 
as set in bluenose circles. To be sure, the 
Theta was run down by a steamer, which 
made a big hole in her bow, killed one of 
her officers, and stove all her boats, thus 
creating a situation that was distinctly un- 
pleasant and not without its elements of 
danger. Making, no doubt, a judgment of 
the prospects as careful as the circum- 
stances and his temperament would permit, 
Capt. Marsters decided that they were 
hopeless and allowed himself and his men 
to be “rescued’’ by a Clyde liner and 
taken into Wilmington. So hasty was the 
departure, from the apparently sinking 
schooner that none of her canvas was low- 
ered, and she made off into the fog off 
Five Fathom Lightship on the wildly errat- 
ic course chosen in such cases by all! sailing 
vessels except those rigged by the eminent 
Capt. Sitocum of the incredibly intelligent 
Spray. But the Theta did not sink when 
she was expected to; as a matter of fact, 
she did not sink at all, thanks to her cargo 
of pine, and, another steamer coming along 
in due time, a prize crew.of men less ex- 
citable than her original company was put 
on board and she was towed safely, and 
with no difficulty at all, into this port on 
Tuesday. Hence an all-comprehending sal- 
vage. Hence, also, many evil moments for 
Capt. GEORGE MARSTERS, since the outcome 
of the episode proves him to be a man un- 
duly prompt in reaching an expensive con- 
clusion—a trait at which Nova Scotia 
frowns even more severely than do coun- 
tries where. the neighboring waters are not 
of a kind to make navigation a constant 
emergency and any consideration of per- 
sonal safety by a skipper too absurd to 
pass muster even as a joke. Yet it is very 
much more than possible that Capt. Mars- 
TERS is an abie commander, for other able 
commanders have made again and again the 
mistake he made—to their endless regret, 
as bitter, no doubt, as his is, and with the 
most serious of consequences to their pro- 
fessional careers. 


—-From Hoboken, whither,we are con- 
stantly looking for the grand, the gloomy, 
and the peculiar, comes a suggestion—which 
is at least pecullar—with reference to im- 
proved abbreviations for the names of two 
of the States, Missouri and Mississippi. 
“ Miss.,”” it seems, is well enough, except 
for the fact that Mississippi's claim upon 
it is no better than Missouri's, on any 
grounds, and not as good on the ground 
that if Mississippi gave it over to Missouri 
for use in place of her present absurd and 
arbitrary ‘‘ Mo.,’’ the generous State would 
at once be led to make a really brilliant geo- 
graphical joke. For the first two syllables 
of her name, if viewed in just the right 
light, reveal that for her the destined con- 
traction is ‘‘ Mrs.,’’ not “ Miss.’’ An elderly 
State, she could wear with dignity and honor 
the matronly title, while that of maidenhood 
would do excellently well for Missouri, 
which, though it entered, or was admitted 
to, the Union only four years later, was 
much more than four years younger at the. 
time and has remained so ever since. We 
do not consider it absolutely necessary that 


this suggestion from- Hoboken should be 
adopted, and we appreciate that to do so 
would involve a lot of-trouble for map- 
makers and the postal clerks, neither of 
whom have much sense of humor, but it is 
a good suggestion for all that, and its care- 
ful discussion would lend a welcome di- 
versity to the now monotonous chorus of 
political controversy. Both of the Presi- 
dential candidates could express opinions 
on it with perfect safety, and they could 
toss a coin to decidé which should argue 
for and which against the proposed change. 


—Dislodged from its position that no 
Southerner could, even if he would or 
should, talk after the Northern fashion, 
The Charlotte (N. C.) Chronicle has with- 
drawn to an inner line of defense, and, 
making am obstinate stand there, deolares 
that, though the Southerner who lives long 
in the North may abandon a good many of 
his peculiarities of pronunciation and into- 
nation, he will never give them all up, but 
will remain to the end of time—or, at least, 
of his time—a man whose tongue marks him 
as unlike ourselves. ‘‘ We doubt,” it says, 
“if Tue Tiras can show a real Southerner 
who has, in fact, Jost the Southern accent 
and has picked up the Northern tongue 
with any degree of accuracy. But, if Top 
Times is sure of its ground, if it really 
knows that the people we are sending up to 
its section are paying as the penalty a 
change of intonation from that of the harp 
to that of the cymbal, we beg it to aid us 
in putting a stop to it. If people can change 
their accent, then let the changing be done 
by the people who, like THm Truss, live up 
North and mostly up in the air.” This ap- 
peal touches us by its pathos, but we are 
as helpless to aid one way as The Chron- 
icle is to prevent the other. It can have 
the consolation of xnowing, however, that 
the unification of American speech is a 
matter of compromise, not of impesition, 
and that each body of citizens is giving and 
taking in the process that is going on. In 
the years to come none of us will talk ex- 
actly as he does now, and of the best of 
everything something will survive in the 
end. 


H. H. ROGERS HOME AGAIN. 


Has Been Busy Having a Good Time— 
Mark Twain Meets Him. 


H. H. Rogers of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, Mrs. Rogers, and Mrs. Simpson Rog- 
ers were passengers on the White Star Line 
steamship Oceanic, which arrived yesterday 
from Liverpool. Mark Twain was at the 
pier to meet them. Mr. Rogers said that he 
went abroad seven weeks ago because Mrs. 
Rogers was in ill-health and needed an out- 
ing. They spent their time in Europe at 
Vichy. 

Mr. Rogers refused to discuss the political 
situation, saying that he had been so intent 
while abroad on having a good time that 
he had completely lost track of affairs. He 
said that he had not thought of business 
while away. He said that he met Commo- 
‘Wore Plant, the owner of the racing schoon- 
er Ingomar, in Paris, and that the Commo- 


dore was greatly elated over the victories 
he had won abroad. He will return on one 
of the ships due here on Saturday.

THE PASSPORT PROBLEM. 


Argument of Russian Origin to Abolish 
the Custom. : 


From The London Standard. 

ODESSA, Aug. 31.—The Yuzhanin, a journal 
published at Nicolaieff, contains a somewhat 
strongly worded article advocating the imme- 
diate and entire abolition of the Russian pass- 
port system. It is pointed out, among other 
things, that in the most flourishing years the rev- 
enue from this source has never exceeded four to 
five million rubles, or about one-half per cent. 
of the total revenue. During the current year, 
it is officially admitted, the income from pass- 
ports will barely cover the cost of printing, 
administration, &c. It is a proved fallacy that 
the passport system affords any essential secu- 
rity to life or property. 

Moreover, the system is a standing hindrance 
to free communication and ordinary travel, and 
is a source of constant vexation to all respecta- 
ble and law-abiding people, who are practically 
made responsible for the criminal minority. It 
promotes official venality, and induces other- 
wise upright citizens and foreign residents to 
pay blackmail when, before receiving free passes, 
they are confronted with all kinds of formal 
obstacles, deliberately raised by corrupt offi- 
cials. In fact, the passport system curtails the 
liberty of the subject, and hinders his move- 
ments and business avocations. Instead of re- 
ducing crime it is notorious that the passport 
system fosters criminality. The art of forging 
false passports has become a national institu- 
tion, and people “‘ wanted” by the police are, 
when traced, generally found in possession of 
correctly drawn-up ‘‘ papers of legitimation.’’

Mitchell's dramatization of ‘“‘ Vanity Fair” 
last night at the Manhattan was George 
Arliss’s performance of the part of the 
Marquis of Steyne, in which he succeeded 
Tyrone Power, who created the réle. The 
oceasion calleg in requisition much the 
Same abilities) which Mr. Arliss displayed 
in his recent performances of Zukkari, the 
War Minister, in “The Darling of the 
Gods.” 

There was the same polished, self-control, 
the same recklessness, the same sub- 
current of lechery, flaming forth in the 
crisis of a moment, that made his recent 
triumph so memorable; but the art of the 
actor was evinced in his differentiation of 
the two characters, which was at once 
subtie and signal. That was a part of their 
romantic horror, as detached and curling 
as a fantasy of crime from the pages of 
Poe. This was the embodiment of a con- 
crete, realistic charecter, such a one as 
might be met in this present year of grace 
—or otherwise. 

From the moment Mr. Arliss appeared, 
high on the landing of the scene at the 
Duchess of Richmond’s ball before Water- 
loo, his very simplicity and quietude dom- 
inated the audience. Every movement as 
he moved among the revelers by night was 
the acme of subdued realisym—and theatric 
effect. The refinement of generations of 
nobility was suggested in every simple at- 
titude, with its polite cynicism and cold, 
decorous selfishness. 

In the scene of the supper with Becky 
the feeling of suppressed desire heightened 
and kindled beneath that cold and world- 
Weary mask, until it flamed forth for a 
moment as he grasped his victim by the 
wrist—only to be frustrated by the return 
of “Mrs. Crawley’s husband,” and turned 
to bodily violence and defeat. 

Up to this there had been times when 
Arliss’s sense of character and atmosphere 
made the work of a generally excellent 
company seem cruelly out of the picture, 
but in the passage that followed with Mr. 
Mason and Mrs. Fiske the performance ran 
to the greatest height of ensemble acting. 
No gesture was extreme, there was not a 
suggestion of the hysterics of the theatre. 
Mr. Mason was tense and agonized, even 
when he hurled the libidinous nobleman 
headlong to the floor. 

Mrs. Fiske was brave and contained even 
as she contemplated with horror the hour 
of her ruin. And Mr. Arliss, groveling on 
the floor at the feet of the outraged 
guardsman, and fading, frustrated and 
routed, out of the door, was consummately 
high bred and master of himself. It was 
@ moment of perfected theatric art not to 
be surpassed in the great artistic theatres 
of the Continent. 

As for Mr. Mason, his performance as a 
whole was not on this high level. It 
was, in fact, far below the work of 
Maurice Barrymore—one of that actor's 
ablest achievements. Mr. Mason lacked the 


robust vitality and the expansive good 
humor of the guardsman, and some meas- 
ure of the affection of the husband and the 
father. The passage in which he read his 
son's letter from school (a part of the let- 
ter had been cut, had it not?) was particu- 
larly deficient in emotional color. he part 
was able and consistently toned, but the 
predominant note was of quietude and 
softness, scarcely its dominant trait. 

Mrs. Fiske’s ecky has long been fa- 
miliar. Its fidelity to the original in the 
novel has been questioned, and it may be 

mted that it lacks the element of 

ackerayan charm, both physical and 
temperamental. But do not such criticisms 
ignore the essential limitations of the art 
of the theatre? How is one to transfer 
the atmosphere of Thackeray’s genial dis- 
cuUrsiveness to the stage? 

Within the inevitable limits it is a crea- 
tion of the highest histrionic art, as is evi- 
dent in the fact that in spite of its quiet- 
istic restraint it still holds the stage, and 
geems destined to do so for years to come. 
It was finished as ever in its hard, yet airy, 
deviltry, its glib resourcefulness. The 
young, maidenly “ Yes, Mamma” song at 
the spinnet was sung with the same dra- 

tic ebullition of diabolic triumph.

es, sounded again the note of tragic 
futility. The supper scene with Steyne had 
all the old glittering recklessness of aban- 
donment to fate.

Mrs. Fiske s new “‘ Manhattan Company” 
worthily carries on the high traditions of 
the theatre.

DEFENDS DEPARTMENT 


Commissioner Declares the Police Are 
Not Demoralized. 


Commissioner McAdoo announced before 
leaving Police Headquarters last evening 
that he would make public to-day the 
names of probably more than seventy De- 
tective Sergeants whom he intends to put 
in uniform. In regard to criticism of the 
department, he said: 

“TI can truthfully say as if I were in 
a court of justice that there is not, as 
represented, any @emoralization in the New 
York police force, I have examined the 
town first hand, and I know the police con- 
ditions that exist, They are satisfactory 
and wholesome, for I have examined the 
town microscopically. I want to say that 
the Police Department is under my control 
absolutely, and there is no evidence of ihe 
opposite. ; 

“T am not at all worried by the attacks 
of the press on this department.

The Commissioner was asked if he had 
anything to say of the criticisms of former 
Superintendent Byrnes. 

“I have not now nor will I ever have 
anything to say in reply to ‘Tom’ Byrnes 
or ‘Thomas’ Byrnes,” was the reply. 

The Detective Sergeants to be detailed to 
various precincts will not be responsible to 


Headquarters, but will have regular tours 
of duty, like ordinary Sergeants and 
Roundsmen. The Commissioner has been 
somewhat handicapped in taking this action 
by the fact that the legal status of a 
Detective Sergeant has never been exactly 
defined. His action has started talk of the 
possibili that some of the Detective Ser- 
geants whom he may detail to uniform duty 
may make a test case. 


ELEVATED TO CARRY FREIGHT. 


U. S. Express Company Arranges for 
Battery-Harlem Service. 


The United States Express Company has 
completed arrangements with the Interbor- 
ough Rapid Transit Company for carrying 
express matter on elevated railroad trains 
from the Battery to Harlem, and this morn- 
ing the system will be put in operation. 
Heretofore whatever matter was addressed 
for Harlem has been sent on wagons, and 
throughout Upper Manhattan and the Bronx 
has been handled by the Borough Express 
Company. Beginning to-day, all matter 
received at the down-town offices for points 
above Fifty-ninth Street will be handled 
on the elevated. 

For this purpose the railroad company 
has provided a number of special cars which 
will not be attached to passenger cars, but 
will be drawn by motor cars. To prevent in- 
terruption of the passenger traffic, express 
matter will not be handled at passenger sta- 
tions, but at storage yards and on sidings. 

Express matter will be placed on elevated 
trains at the side track adjoining an ele- 


vator at the foot of Trinity Place, near the 
junction of Morris and Greenwich Streets. 
From that point a train can be sent to 
South Ferry and switched over onto the 
tracks of the Second or Third Avenue divi- 
sions, or can proceed up town on the Sixth 
or Ninth Avenue divisions. All matter col- 
lected at the up-town stations will be taken 
from the elevated trains at this point. 


BOLOGNA FAMINE HITS JAIL. 


Kings CountyPrisoners Overwhelm War- 
den with Protests. 


Without a slice of bologna sausage in the 
pantry and every one of his several hun- 
dred guests, Oliver Twist like, crying for 
more, Warden Patrick Hayes of the Kings 
County Penitentiary is in a terrible stew. 
The packing firm having the contract to 
supply the county sanitarium at Crow Hill 
with bologna has failed to deliver any of 
the delicacy for two weeks, and the anxious 
Warden has doubled the guards for fear of 
a general outbreak among his guests. 

“Give us bologna sausage or give us lib- 
erty!’ comes the cry from every cell, and 


the Warden, hearing it, trembles while he 
telephones frantically to Correction Com- 
missioner Lantry for relief. 

“If you can’t send over seven or eight 
hundred yards of bologna sausage at once 
you'd better call out the militia,’’ he warns. 

The Commissioner is urging the packing 
firm to work its plants night and day if 
necessary to satisfy the cravi for bologna 
sausage out at Crow Hill. he packers’ 
strike is supposed to be responsible for the 
harrowing situation in arden Hayes’s 
snug retreat. 


RARE LACES AS SOILED LINEN. 


San Francisco Couple’s Trunks Are Held 
Up by Customs Men. 


Various trunks and packages belonging 
to Mr. and Mrs. J. Baer of San Francisco, 
who arrived on the Kronprinz Wilhelm on 
Tuesday with fourteen pieces of baggage, 
were taken to the Appraiser’s Stores yes- 
terday for examination. In the bottom of 
cne of the trunks, concealed in two bundles 
which apparently contained soiled linen, 
was found a lot of lace, said to be worth 
$2,000, and several valuable furs. 

Mr. and Mrs. Baer declared several thou- 
and dollars worth of dutiable goods in the 


regular way, but it is understood that some 
of the excess will be seized. 

There were also received at the Apprais- 
er’s Stores twenty-one pieces of silk, valued 
at $1,500, which were found in the hold 
of La Touraine. The Customs authorities 
believe that the goods were either stolen 
from the cargo by members of the crew or 
were stolen in Europe.

PEARY PLANS NEW DASH 
FOR POLE NEXT SUMME 


Keel for Vessel Laid and Details 


Worked Out. 
AN ALL-AMERICAN ENTERPRISE 


Explorer Makes His Announcement at 
Geographic Congress Dinner—His 
Route Presents New Features, 


Commander Robert E. Peary, United 
States Navy, announced at the dinner of 
the International Geographic Congress last 
night at the Hotel Endicott that he would 
start next Summer on another attempt for 
the North Pole. The contract for the new 
ship has been signed, and the keel is 
now being laid. It will be an American- 
built vessel, manned by an American crew, 
and piloted by an American skipper. 

Commander Peary, after recalling that 
seven years ago in this city upon the oc- 
casion of the presentation to him of the 
medal of the American Geographical So- 
ciety he had outlined arctic exploration 
that had occupied him almost constantly 
since, made public his new plans. All the 
money for his new enterprise had not 
been contributed, he said, but he expected 
to get it by July next, He continued: 

“ Though I cannot expect you to feel the 
same interest in the matter as myself, I 
cannot refrain from a word or two in re- 
gard to the ship. She will, I believe, be the 
ablest ship that ever pointed her nose in- 
side the arctic or antarctic circle. 

“She will possess such shape as will en- 
able her to rise to the pressure of the ice 
floes and escape destruction, She will pos- 
sess such strength of construction as will 
permit her to stand this pressure without 
injury. 

““She will possess such features of bow as 
will enable her to smash ice in her path, 
and will contain such engine power as will 
enable her to force her way through the 
ice. In maximum dimensions, viz., length 
over all, breadth of beam, and draught, 
this ship will be of the size of the British 
antarctic ship Discovery; in displacemen' 
she will be somewhat less; in power she 
will compare with our largest oceangoing 
tugs. She will have engines capable of de- 
veloping 1,000 indicated horse power con- 
tinuously, and 1,500 horse power for a lim- 
ited period. 

““My route north presents features very 
different from the route of a ship to the 
antarctic regions. The voyage is short, and 
the crux of the whole project is the suc- 
cessful negotiation of the comparatively 
short distance of ice-incumbered channels 
extending northward from Cape Sabine to 
the Polar Basin. 

“What I require, then, is not a sailing 
ship with weak auxiliary engines, a ship 
capable of remaining out for a number of 
years and covering long distances at slow 
speed, with moderate consumption of coal. 
My requirements are a powerful steamer, 
capable of forcing her way through this 
comparatively short distance and demand- 
ing only a minimum amount of sail power 
to enable her to creep home in case all her 
coal @ burned—that is what I propose to 

wild.” 

“My plan of Campaign. in a very few 
words, is to force this ship to Grand Land, 
taking on board at Whale Sound the pick 
and flower of the Eskimos, with whom I 
have worked and lived so long; to go into 
Winter quarters on that shore, and to start 
with the earliest returning light on the 
sledge journey across the central polar 
pack, utilizing these Eskimos, the people 
whose heritage is life and work in that 
very region, entirely for the rank and file 
of my party.” 

Commander Peary occupied the middle 
seat at the est table. At his right sat 
Mrs. Peary, Prof. Cordier, Mme. de Clapa- 
rede, Prof. Oberhummer, Mme. Marcuse, 
Prof. de Claparede, Dr. Garland, and Prof. 
Libbey. At his left were Mme. Cordier, 
Graf. von Pfiel, Mme. Pena, Prof. Erodi, 
Mrs. Workman, Mr. Dean, Mrs, Libbey, Dr. 
Marcuse, and the Countess von Pfeil. 

At the first session of the Congress, Tues- 
day morning, Commander Peary announced 
that he would have something important to 
say at this dinner and every one anxiously 
aeraites the signal for the speeches to be- 
gin. 

Prof. Henri Cordier, in a laudatory ad- 
dress, presented to Commander Peary a 
gold medal awarded in recognition of his 
arctic explorations by the French Geographic 
Society. After Commander Peary con- 
cluded, the other speakers were Prof. Eu- 
gene Oberhummer of Austria, Dr. Edgar 
Marcuse of Berlin, Charles Ray Dean, rep- 


resenting the State Department, and Major 
Gibbons, the English explorer of Africa. 


TO MEET NEXT IN GENEVA, 


Geographical Congress Delegates to Go 
to West Point To-day. 


After a lively discussion yesterday as to 
the merits of Geneva and Budapest for the 
next meeting place, the International 
Geographical Congress, which is holding its 
eighth meeting at the American Geograph- 
ical Society’s rooms, 15 West Eighty-first 
Street, selected Geneva. Under the rules 
the next meeting must take place in not less 
than three years nor more than five years 
from the date of the last. 

On account of the proposed trial next 
Summer of Commander Peary, a resolution 
was passed urging further exploration of 
the Arctics while approving the work in 
the Antarctics. 

One of the important papers read during 
the sessions following the business meeting 
was that by Prof. Angelo Heilprin, who, 
after studying the events at Martinique, 
differs as to the date of the destrucdon of 
Pompeii and the manner of its end through 
the eruptions of Mount Vesuvius. Prof. 
Heilprin says, in part: 

“The eruptions of Pelée throw new light 
upon the first recorded eruption of Vesu- 
vius, and render intelligible those passages 
in the Pliny narration which have hereto- 
fore been obscure and thought to be op- 
posed by the facts of geology. The ‘ horri- 
ble black cloud,’ scintillating with serpent- 
flashes of lightning, which is described as 
rolling down the mountain slope and blot- 
ting out the landscape, is seemingly the ab- 
solute counterpart of the great descending 
black cloud, similarly charged with elec- 
tricity—which was the distinctive feature of 
the Pelée eruption of May 8, 1902, 

“It was manifestly with the issuance of 
this cloud that Pompeii was destroyed, 
which was, therefore, on Aug. 25, (not 24, 
as generally stated by historians.) A. D. 79, 


as Pliny’s narratien makes clear that this 
climax of activity was reached on the sec- 
ond day of the eruption of Vesuvius.” 

Dr. Frederick A. Cook's paper on the 
comparative view of the Arctic and the 
Antartic attracted a great deal of atten- 
tion. He said in part: 

“In forming a comparative view of the 
two polar areas there are encountered few 
points of similarity. In the Arctic the 
climate is usually stimulating. The storms, 
though at times severe, are spasmodic. 
and separated by intervening periods of 
agreeable weather, while the color effects 
are ory cheerful. The sea is quiet, 
and the land has a coastal fringe of snow 
and ice, where life thrives vigorously. To 
this the Antartic offers a_ disheartening 
contrast. Depression, despair, and melan- 
choly are here pressed into every realm of 
nature. Almost ceaseless winds drive the 
air and water with maddening agitation. 
Continuous low temperatures depress ambi- 
tion, and the usual play of colors is a veil 
of gloom. The ice-cap fits the land surface 
so snugly that there is almost no uncoy- 
ered ground where life can subsigf.’’ 

The members of the congress will to-da 
go to West Point, after which they will 
start on their trip to the St. Louis Fair. 
After a visit to Mexico th will return in 
time to be received in Washington by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt on Oct. 11.

TUCK’S CHARITY GIFTS 


When All His Descendants Die Be- 
quests May Be Paid. 


WILL FILED FOR PROBATE

Late New York Life Vice President 
Leaves Estate in Trust for Chil 
dren and Widow. 


~ When. Dr. Henry Tuck died on Sept. 2 
last his friends thought at least a million 
dollars of his fortune would go to char- 
itable institutions in Massachusetts, where 
he was born. When his will was filed for 
probate in the Surrogates’ office yesterday 
it was learned that while bequests had 
been made to many of these institutions 
there was a proviso that renders their 
chances of ever receiving them very slim. 
The proviso is that if his widow survives 
his children and all of their descendants 
then the institutions will come in for the 
portions of the estate allotted to them. 

For more twenty years Dr. Tuck 
was First Vice President of the New York 
Life Insurance Company, and after his 
death at his Summer home at Seabright 
his body was cremated, in accordance with 
his. wishes. 

The will, which is dated May 28, 1903, 
mames the New York Security and Trust 
Company as one of the trustees and ex- 
ecutors, the other being the widow, Mrs. 
Elenore B, Tuck, whom Dr. Tuck married 
@ year ago. His first wife died about four 
years ago. 

The use of the house where Dr. Tuck re- 
sided, at 89 East Fifty-third Street, is given 
to the widow during her lifetime. The resi- 
due of the estate is left to the trustees with 
the provision that two-fifths of the income 
is to be paid to the widow and one-fifth to 
each of Dr. Tuck’s children. In case Shir- 
ley Tuck’s wife survives him she is to re- 
ceive the fifth share of the income, provid- 
ing she does not marry again, and in case 
his daughter Rosamond dies before her hus- 
band, the husband, James H. Skillin, is to 
receive the fifth of the income which is left 
to Mrs. Skillin, providing, however, he does 
not marry again. Then follows the clause 
relating to charitable institutions: 

“In case my wife, Elenore, survives all 
of my said children and all of their de- 
scendants, at her death I give and be- 
queath one-fourth of my entire estate to 
the Massachusetts General Hospital of Bos- 
ton, one-fourth to the President of the Fel- 
lows of Harvard College of Cambridge, 
Mass., one-twelfth to the Boston Lying-In 
Hospital of Boston, Mass., one-twelfth to 
the Massachusetts Medical Benevolent So- 
ciety of Boston, one-twelfth to the New 
York Society for the Relief of Widows and 
Orphans of Medical Men of the City of New 
York, one-twelfth to the New York Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, 
one-twelfth to the New York Charities Or- 
ganization Society, and one-twelfth to the 
American Unitarian Association of Boston.”

ISMAY BLAMES CUNARD LINE. 


Holds English Company Responsible 
for Rate War. 


J. Bruce Ismay, head of the International 
Mercantile Marine, arrived in this country 
yesterday on his regular Fall visit to con- 
fer with the American managers of the 
steamship lines in the combine, and to 
look over the business of the company on 
this side of the water. 

Mr. Ismay’s arrival revived the rumors 
that the White Star Line was about to cut 
further the passenger rates, that freight 
rates were to be greatly increased, that he 
would settle the ocean rate war, and that 
the American Line was about to change to 
the British flag. He refused to discuss 
any of these matters, but another officer 
who stands high up in the line said that 
the trip of the head of this company would 
not affect any of them.

We cyt our rates just to keep 
apace with the cut of the Cunard Line, and 
we will do nothing more until we see what 
the Cunard people will do, If they make 
further reductions I suppose that we will 
have to reduce our rates, but we shall not 
7 Le in carrying the fight any 
urther.’’ 


SUES FOR STEBBINS LAND. 


Daughter’s Action Forerunner of At- 
tempt to Break Banker's Will.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Sept. 14—Suit 
was brought in the Supreme Court here to- 
day by Mrs. Dora 8S.

| SUES FOR EJECTMENT OF 


WALL ST. SKYSCRAPER 


G. P. Wetmore Says No. 60 En- 
croaches on His Land. 


SIX SQUARE FEET DISPUTED 


Strip Less Than Three Inches Wide, 
but Twenty-seven Stories Stand 
Above It. 


Ejectment proceedings begun yesterday 
by George P. Wetmore against the corpora- 
tion known as Sixty Wall Street disclose 
an interesting dispute over the title to a 
very small strip of land in the heart of the 
financial district. 

The Sixty Wall Street Company, which ts 
Subsidiary to the International Banking 
Corporation, is just completing its new 
building at that location—sixteen stories 
in height, and running through to Pine 
Street, where it has been carried up to the 
height of twenty-seven stories. Mr. Wet- 
more owns the property adjoining this sky-~ 
Scraper along its westerly side. 

It is his contention that an accurate sur- 
vey shows that the International Banking 
Corporation's new structure, near its Pine 
Street end, encroaches on his land along 
a distance of 76% feet, the width of the 
encroachment varying from seven-one-hun- 
dredths to eight-one-hundredths of a foot. 

The encroachment, according to the lis 
pendens filed yesterday, does not begin at 
the building line on Pine Street, but about - 
a foot and a half south of it, extending 
thence southerly toward Wall Street. 

The area of the little strip is barely six 

square feet, so that if the alleged error had 
been discovered earlier the owners of the 
tall building might have seen fit to yield 
a point, but with twenty-seven stories of 
steel and masonry now upon it the problem. 
becomes very different. If the courts de- 
cide in Mr. Wetmore's favor settlement will 
probably be made by payment on the part - 
of the Sixty Wall Street Company. for 
whatever of its neighbor's ground it has 
taken. At a rate of $200 a square foot this 
strip would be worth about $1,200, 
The trouble over the ownership of this 
mite of ground is the second event which 
has made the brief existence of the Inter- 
national Banking Corporation’s new sky- 
scraper of more than ordinary interest. 
After the site had been secured a tenant. 
on the ground floor of one of the old struct- 
ures on Wall Street, holding a five years’ 
lease, refused to vacate. The upper part of’ 
the building was removed, and the work on 
the foundations progressed around it, 
but the tenant stuck for several weeks with 
a tar paper roof laid on what had been the 
second ‘floor. Finally, when other quarters 
were found for him in the same neighbor- 
hood, he consented to give up his lease.

ONE, THO IN BIG STAKES 


Duryea Entry Had a Galloping 
Double Victory for Produce. 


SONOMA BELLE’S HANDICAP 


Post Favorites Were Successful in Four 
of Six Races at the Brighton 
Beach Track. 


With Hamburg fillies first and second 
through every jump of the race, the sec- 
ond part of the $15,000 Produce Stakes at 
Brighton Beach yesterday was reduced to 
the tamest possible spectacle, and for the 
betting element among the big crowd in 
attendance counted for practically no race 
at all, the only speculation on the result 
being as to which of five others might be 
third. For horsemen, however, the race 
was one of keen interest, and when the 
Hamburg fillies Princess Rupert and Rose 
of Dawn ran just as the trainer of the 
H. B. Duryea stable, John W. Rogers, de- 
cided they should, the men interested in 
breeding and racing horses had cause to 
wender where the stopping point would be. 
The Hamburg fillies have’ been a leading 
factor in the phenomenal good fortune of 
the Duryea establishment, with 
straight through the season. 

Seven in all ran for the race, the only 
withdrawals being the Duryea filly Tanya, 
scratched because the others were quite 
good enough to make the result a cer- 
tainty, and Coy Maid, from the stable of 
A. Miller. W. C. Daly’s Raiment was the 
best backed of the other runners for third 
place, the first and second being con- 
ceded to the Duryea pair, and Raiment 
was the only horse that ever showed be- 
fore the Duryea entry inthe race. The 
start was made with Raiment first away, 
but Princess Rupert, with which Mr. Dur- 
yee. declared to win, ran past her in the 
first twenty yards and led in a big gallop 
from that time on to the finish, with 
Rose of Dawn second through the greater 
part of the distance. Just as the field 
made the turn into the stretch Raiment, 
under the whip, made a rush forward, 
and for a few strides showed before Rose 
of Dawn, but died away under the effort 
and Rose of Dawn took second place 
again on the straight and galloped under 
a pull behind her stable mate to the end, 
Princess Rupert winning in hollow style 
by a length and a half, while Rose of 
Dawn. pullirg up at the end, was second, 
a similar distance in front of Raiment, 
third. The Duryea entry was one of four 
winning favorites in the course of the day, 
the only non-favorites being William 
Lakeland’s Little Em, winner of the sell- 
ing mile and a sixteenth, and Sonoma 
Belle, winner of the mile and a furlong 
handicap, both of these getting home first 
in easy style. 

It was a singular fact that of the entire 
afternoon’s programme fillies won four of 
the five races in Which their sex was rep- 
resented, The Lady Rohesia taking the 
first event in easy fashion from Cascine. 
The only flat race that escaped the mares 
was the sprint for maidens two years old, 
which Sir Brillar won in runaway order 
with a filly second. No mares ran in the 
steeplechase, which went to Paulaker, 
which made about. all the running and 
galloped home first by a big margin.

SHIPBUILDING TROUBLES. 


Lack of Business Forces Baltimore Com. 
pany Into Receivers’ Hands.

BALTIMORE, Sept. 14.—The general fall- 
ing off in the demand for shipbuilding in 
Baltimore forced the Baltimore Shipbuild- 
ing and Dry Dock Company, of which J. 
Quitman Lovell is President, into the hands 
of receivers this afternoon. Archibald 
Taylor and Walter Ancker were appointed 
in that capacity. 

The creditors who instituted the pro- 
ceedings, in their bill said that while the 
property and assets of the company were 
sufficient to meet obligations, that unless 
receivers were appointed the assets might 
become dissipated because of suits and oth- 
er legal proceedings against it. The court 
has permitted the receivers to continue the 
business. The liabilities are $97,000, assets 
$735,000.

Company is one of the largest concerns of 
its kind in Baltimore. 


DUTY ON “BEACON ALE.” 


Importers Protest Against Classification 
of Non-Alcoholic Drink. 


Testimony was taken before the Board of 
United States General Appraisers yesterday 
on an appeal by the United States Express 
Company against the classification as aie 
at 20 cents a gallon of an article known as 
**Beacon Ale,’ which, it is claimed, is a 
nen-alcoholic beverage, made from hops 
and sugar.

The importer claims that it is du- 
tiable either as a non-enumerated manu- 
factured article at 20 per cent. or as a 
chemical compound at 25 per cent.

Representatives of the importers testified 
that the ‘“‘ale’’ contained a percentage of 
alcohol so small as to be negligible, and 
that it paid no excise tax in England. The 
Government will have an analysis made.

The Rise is Renewed in the Stock Mar 
ket, Following Weakness on the 
Produce Exchange.

‘When it is said that the produce mar- 
ket reacted downward and the stock mar- 
ket reacted upward the story of yester- 
day’s business is substantially told, all 
else being embroidery. The produce 
markets weakened for the adequate and 
anticipated reason that there was so 
much grain for sale on the bad news. If 
the markets had risen first the later bad 
néws would have found fewer sellers and 
more believers, but predictions of disas- 
ter followed by almost unlimited selling 
put too much strain on credulity. It is 
not artistic to make disturbing predic- 
tions, and have the frost—such as there 
is—appear in regions where the harvest 
is over. Oddly enough, just as the grain 
markets altered their sentiment over the 
frost outlook for the better the cotton 
market took a contrary view, and 
strengthened while the corn and wheat 
markets weakened. Of course it is not 
impossible that there should be frost in 
the cotton belt and warmer weather in 
the grain fields concurrently, but the 
argument does not lie on the gurface. 
The official prediction for to-day is for 
rising temperatures in the grain fields, 
and nothing said about the prospects in 
the cotton region. 

The bulls took their turn at taxing 
credulity yesterday. Not content with a 
natural rise on the intrinsic conditions 
above mentioned, aided by the clear dis- 
closure that the market bears hard and 
bulls easily, they sought other explana- 
tions for what needed none, and opera- 
tors were asked to believe that the Rock- 
efeller and Harriman interests after con- 
sultation had concluded that the rise was 
capable of being carried further. No dis- 
proof can be cited in the action of the 
market, nor, on the contrary, is it fair 
to claim corroboration in the fact that 
those two classes were strong where they 
had been weak, for strength was not 
confined to them. Practically everything 
expressive of market temper closed high- 
er, former favorites leading in all classes 
without much prejudice or preference 
among trunk lines, coalers, Grangers, 
and industrials, especially not excepting 
Steel and minor allied undertakings. The 
outiook in this industry is not yet clear. 
The effect of the lower prices is not 
agreed upon, and all the pools are not 
yet united in prices or policy. But the 
tendency is encouraging. Yesterday 
there was a report of an order by Harri- 
man roads of 100,000 tons of rails, and 
the postponed meeting of the billet pool 
was fixed anew for Tuesday, with prom- 
ise of unity of action. St. Paul made its 
annual report, showing an increase of 
surplus by $482,886, and Western Union 
showed an increase of surplus smaller 
than the previous year by $407,017, and 
yet enough to make the balance carried 
over larger by $1,861,704. In their case, 
as in others, decrease in yalues and de- 
crease in price have not marched togeth- 
er, and if the list is returning to old- 
fashioned quotations, justification is 
clear to those who care to look for it.

JAMES STILLMAN SPEAKS,

National City Bank’s President Urges 
Bankers to Co-operate—A. Bar- 


ton Hepburn Points Out 
Tariff Evils. 


In an interval between formal speech- 
making on current financial topics, the 
American Bankers’ Association became in- 
volved in a bitter controversy over fidelity 


bonding conditions at its opening meeting’ 


in the Waldorf-Astoria yesterday morning. 
For two hours the two factions, one favor- 
ing the organization of a_ self-insuring 
scheme under the association’s auspices, 
and the other maintaining that the surety 
concerns ought to contmue supreme in 
their field, battled over a report on the 
subject, and finally the element sympa- 
thizing with the surety companies won 

decided victory. ae 

Incidental to the fight was an open crit- 
icism of William Barrett Ridgely, United 
States Controller of the Currency. As he 
sat on the platform, a speaker charged that 
he had acted improperly in sending a letter 
that was read during the debate. , Later, 
however, he took the floor in his own de- 
fense. 

The speakers of the meeting included 
Mayor McClellan, James Stillman, Presi- 
dent of the National City Bank; F. G. 
Bigelow, President of the association and 
of the First National Bank of Milwaukee, 
and A. Barton Hepburn, President of the 
Chase National Bank of New York. Mr. 


‘Hepburn’s subject was ‘‘ The Money Situa- 


tion.” He was announced as the principal 


talker. As he had been suffering with his 
throat, he only introduced his subject, and 
then submitted his printed address for dis- 
tribution among the members. Among the 
features of the speech was an attack on 
high tariff as.unnatural and prejudicial to 
the best money interests of the country. 
When the convention was called to or- 
der, with President Bigelow in the chair, 
the ballroom was packed to overflowing. 
According to the Secretary, 2,700 delegates 
were enrolled in the city.- The room could 
not hold nearly so many. In addition to 
rows of chairs that were lined up until the 
aisles were barely broad enough for pass- 
ing, seats had been put in the passageways 
behind beth tiers of boxes, and hundreds 
of members stood huddled in every door- 
way. Most of the boxes were filled wis. 
women, 
In the absence of Bishop Potter the open- 
ing prayer was said by the Rev. Dr. George 
. Nelson. Mayor McClellan, who was re- 
ived with great applause, alternated se- 
rious talk with facetious remarks at the 
expense of the bankers. 


Keep Currency Out of Politics. 


“There are s6me who see in the estab- 
lishment of the present standard of value 
the direct interposition of a benign Provi- 
dence for the purpose of settling a purely 
economic question,” said the Mayor; * oth- 
ers there are who hold a simple faith 
worthy of earlier and bettér days that a 
patriotic Congress reconstructed our finan- 
cial system upon a foundation of masterly 
inactivity and unlimited ‘leave to print’ 
in The Congressional Record; but niany are 
convinced that the standard of value was 
fixed beyond all question or cavil because 
of the demand of a majority of the people, 
in consequence of the economic develop- 
ment of our country, and that the senti- 
ment which resulted in taking the ques- 
tion of the standard of value from the 
realm of party politics, where it ought nev- 
er to have been, and placing it in the do- 
main of pure economics, where it belongs, 

as cultivated and fostered and crystallized 
by the bankers of the United States. 

** Congress,’"’ Mr. McClellan said, ‘ was in 
the habit of deferring currency legislation 
constantly on account of fearing a change in 
political rule and a fear that in a cam- 
paign one side or the other would make 
political capital out of the subject. ’ 

* You have it in your power to prove to 
the people of the United States,’ he con- 
tinued, ‘“‘ that the question of the currency 
is in no sense political. You have it in your 
power So to educate public opinion that 
Congress, regardless of section or faction or 
party, will enact a currency law adequate 
to the needs of modern conditions, which 
will not be in the interests of any com- 
munity or group of men, but in the best 
interests of the whole people.”’ 

On behalf of the New York Clearing 
House, of which he is President, and for 
all the local bankers, “Mr. Stillman ex- 
szended a welcome to the convention. In 
the audience, during Mr. Stillman’s speech, 
were many Wall Street men, who left the 
room immediately after he finished. He is 
known to be a man who seldom, if ever, 
has appeared as a public speaker before, 


‘ 


and much interest was taken in his speech. 


James Stillman’s Speech. 


“The deeper significance of this great 
National meeting,’’ he said, “‘ is to be found 
in the spirit of co-operation which is being 
matured. The growth of the spirit of co- 
operation is undoubtedly the most signifi- 
cant phase of the economic development of 
the present day. Almost beyond calcula- 
tion are’ the economic results already at- 
tained in the fields of indusiry and trans- 
portation through the elimination of unin- 
télligent competition—that sort of competi- 
tion which has meant in the end direct and 
definite loss to every one concerned, loss 
to the workingmen, loss to owners of prop- 
erty, and ultimately loss to the consumers. 

“In the management of the country’s 
great industrial undertakings notable prog- 
ress has been made in recent years in the 
@irection of harmonizing divergent inter- 
ests, in the wiser comprehension of the 


value of mutual good understanding, in the 


juster appreciation of the rights of com- 
petitors. Such progress in the direction of 
true co-operation has resulted in vast addi- 
tions to the wealth of the country, as real 
as would have resulted from the discovery 
of new mines, the making productive of des- 
ert fields, or the acquisition of new sources 
for the supply of raw material. 

“In the field of industry the beneficent 
economic results which followed the awak- 
ening to the value of co-operation have be- 
come too obvious to need any word of em- 
phasis. In the field of finance, however, 
there is not yet such general recognition of 
the value of co-operation. I believe there is 
no more important thing left for-bankers to 
learn. When we come to appreciate fully 
the great economic value of co-operation, 
when he see more clearly the waste which 
follows unintelligent competition and un- 
derstand that such waste means as com- 
plete a loss of wealth as comes with a dis- 
astrous fire or a blight of crops, we shall 
have brought into the business of banking 
something of the modern spirit which has 


: 


provincialism—theprovincialism of the great 
city as much asthe provincialism of the 
country—and heré; in the good fellowship 
and better acquaintance for which sych a 
gathering gives oppertunity, may well be 
the beginning of a co-operation in financial 
matters which ih the end will be of vast 
and most beneficial consequences. And 
they will be beneficial not to bankers alone, 
but to every person whose interest is in any 
Way concerned with banking affairs—and 
there could be no broader category.” 


President Bigelow Hopeful. 


President Bigelow, responding to the 
Mayor and Mr. Stillman, said that the as- 
sociation’s record would show how it had 
influenced the keeping of the country in the 
sound-money fold—which sound-minded 
men of all parties had come to approve. 

“It is fortunate for us and for all the 
people,’”’ he said, “that in late years the 
hands of all honest and sensible men have 
been firmly upheld in this attitude by the 
strength and integrity of the Government. 
We have greater wealth and more resources 
than ever before, and. the way we have 
weathered what has come lately in this un- 
usual period of readjustment has strength- 


ened my conviction that the panics of 1873 
and 1893 .can hardly be repeated in this 
country. This is p because of ver 
strong combinations in the industrial an 
commercial world, some of which have 
overstepped the mark, but which on the 
whole have contributed more, I think, than 
anything else to this favorable result. 
“We are not suffering acutely from the 
want of a scientific money system. We 
are firmly on the gold standard level with 
the whole enlightened commercial world; 
and as crises do not generally strike all 
nations at once, this, with our first-rate 
credit, would put us in better position than 
we have been in the two recent great 
crises,”’ 
The annual report of the Secretary 
showed that the paid membership of the 
association had increased from 1,570 to 7,5 
since 1895, and the annual income from 
dues had risen from $12,975 to $122,929. The 
total income had reached $123,329 a year, 
and the aggregate capital, surplus and de- 
posits of members amounted to $11,290,- 
686,637 this year. Following the report of 
the Executive Committee came that of the 
Protective Committee, whose three mem- 
bers have their names kept secret. Asso- 
ciation members, according to the report, 
suffered losses of $10,857.61 from thefts of 
various sorts, while non-members lost more 
than $75,000. 
John Hamilton, Chairman of the Fideli- 
ty Committee, next offered the report that 
was to cause so much trouble. He read 
a long ecpemont for establishing a fund to 
bond bank employes, saving money for the 
banks by abandoning the old surety con- 
cerns, e recalled that the committee had 
accomplished the adoption and copyrighting 
of the new bond form, which had enabled 
the banks to get-tétter terms than thereto- 
ore. 
No sooner had this been read than the 
Executive Council submitted a report 
recommending that the Fidelity Committee 
be voted down. ‘The council pointed out 
that its members had, with a very few dis- 
senting votes, failed to see the advisability 
of the surety scheme,,arguing that it would 
injure the credit and influence of the as- 
sociation, and that it was not practicable 
if the erganization wished to retain its 
prestige. 


Ridgely’s Letter Read. 


Caldwell Hardy of the Fidelity Commit- 
tee read the letter from Controller Ridge- 
ly. Afterward it was stated by the 
committee Chairman that he did not 
favor this action, and that Mr. Hardy 
had acted independently. Both of them 


said they did not think the Controller took 
a position hestile to the Exécutive Council. 
The letter was as follows:

Sir: In the management of the affairs of an 
fnsolvent National bank this office has experi- 
enced much difficulty in collecting from surety 
companies the amount guaranteed by them to 
secure the faithful services of National bank 
officials. 

The bonds have usually been written upon 
forms prepared by attorneys for the surety com- 
panies, in which the interests of the company 
appear to have received exclusive consideration. 
Many of them have been conditioned upon the 
accuracy of a printed statement, to be signed by 
officers of the bank, couched in such language 
as to mislead the officers as to its legal import. 
Some have contained provisions in the nature of 
warranty as to the examination of accounts to 
be made and supervision to be exercised over the 
‘conduct of the \guaranteed official, practically 
defeating the whole purpose of the bond. 

With a view of endeavoring to encourage Na- 
tional. banks to require their officers to furnish 
bonds of uniform character and so drawn as to 
furnish indemnity against their fraudulent acts, 
I desire to join in recommending for their use the 
standard form of bond approved by the American 
Bankers’ Association. This bond seems to me 
clearly to protect the bank against the dishonesty 
of its employes, and contains all reasonable pro- 
visions guarding the surety company agamst im- 
position by the bank. I believe its general use 
will result in banks obtaining the security stipu- 
lated for, and which, under many donds now in 
use, is not afforded. 

In this connectionwit may be stated that it is 
the policy of this office, in cases where it re- 
quires fidelity bonds to be furnished, to patron- 
ize only such companies as have manifested a 
disposition to discharge the obligations of their 
bonds when no legal defense exists. A few com- 
panies, as appears from the e rience of this 
office and in cases contained in the legal reports, 
have shown a tendency to evade their Hability, 
apparently indifferent to any effect upon their 
reputations from guch policy. As the selection 
of a fidelity company is usually left to the em- 
ploye, who is not interested in the character or 
reputation of the company to be selected, but 
cares only for the premium to be paid, it ils ob- 
vious that the insured does not have that pro- 
tection from,a desire on the part of the com- 
pany to establish or maintain a reputation for 
fair dealing which belongs to one insured in an 
ordinary fire or life insurance company. Bank- 
ers are pre-eminently interested in preserving 
and properly es credit. It is suggested 
that a careful discrimination in the selection of 
the fidelity company as to its credit for prompt 
payment, based upon its record, is the only rem- 
edy for the evil referred»to, and would result in 
the preyention of much injustice in the future.

The report of the Committee on Cur- 
rency Legislation, submitted by James M. 
Donald, said that it had been uriable to 
have a currency bill passed because the 
Congressional leaders had favored “as lit- 
tle legislation as possible ’’ when the bank- 
ers appealed to them at the last session. 


A. B. Hepburn’s Speech. 


A. Barton Hepburn’s address on ‘ The 
Money Situation ” was in part as follows: 

“By means of protective tariff laws the 
general level of prices is raised, and hence 
by a change in governmental policy is likely 
to be remanded to a lower level. Some de- 
gree of artificiality in prices, dependent 
vpon protection, seems likely to remain, 
hgwever. To place an embargo on another 
nation’s ‘merchandise is an extreme pro- 


cedure, and fraught with possible danger 
to peaceful relations. Our ability to com- 
pete with other nations in the sale abroad 
of our manufactured goods depends upon 
our ability to manufacture as cheaply and 
transport to the place of consumption at 
as little cost. The fact that our goods 
are delivered almost exclusively in foreign 
bottoms is perhaps no competitive disad- 
vantage. I am not ‘aware that our goods 
are in any respect discriminated against. 
Our merchant marine will not grow and 
develop so long as our people can employ 
their capital more advantageously in ven- 
tures upon land, and protection and subsidy 
will not avail to change this condition. 

‘It is claimed by the advocates of protec- 
tion that our present tariff laws enhance 
the price of labor as well as commodity. 
It necessarily follows that the cost of man- 
ufactured articles; which we would like to 
sell abroad, is thereby advanced to an un- 
natural level. \I am not discussing the 
merits or demerits of protection, but we all 
know the temporary effect upon business 
produced by the prospective or actual re- 
vision of the tariff, and I simply note the 
fact that it makes for permanency of con- 
ditions, and hence for uniform orenty 
to have trade, as Sany as may be, left to 
natural laws, unvexed by legislation. 

“The extreme fluctuation in the money 
rate, frequently ranging as high as 20 per 
cent., as it did in 1901-04, indicates t ex- 
istence, legislative or otherwise, of unnatural 
and unwholesome conditions. The strong 
demand for money at full rates that have 

enerally prevailed for the past three or 
four years, cae tage Hers & an accumulation of 
unloanable funds at the present, is a nat- 
ural result and sequence of the industrial 
debauch through which we have passed, 
but from which we have not yet recovered. 

**T seek to emphasize the fact, with which 
we are all familiar, that the public process 
most with average conditions and stable 
influences, and with the natural laws of 
trade in force unvexed by artificial influ; 
ences.”’ . 

After saying that “ our currency is good 
beyond question, but rigid as the laws of 
the Medes and Persians,” Mr. Hepburn 
condemned the Sub-Treasu system as 
“an arbitrary and artific interference 
with currency conditions,’’ and continued: 

“The natural course of business is 
marred or modified by the Government’s 
strange, adherence to t absurd provision 
of law.’” 

The weakness ofthe country’s money 
system, he said, was best observed in times 
of financial panic, — that he favored 
emergency currency issues. 

% Tom aware,”’ he said, ‘‘ that some peo- 
ple object that, an emergency circulation 
would have a effect upon the public 
mind. They seenr to think that the public 
would only know of the emergency tarqugh 
such an issue.

HOPE OF PEACE FADES 
IN BUILDING STRUGGLE 


Unions and Employers as Far 
Apart as Ever. 


WOULD CORRAL HOUSESMITHS 


Alliance Seeking Their Support, but 
Without Sucess—Carpenters to 
Get Outside Help. 


All hope of desire for a compromise be- 
tween the Building Trades Employes As- 
sociation and the Building Trades Alliance 
appeared to be ended yesterday. 

The marble cutters, who have been on 
strike throughout the city, were anxious to 
return to work last week, when they sent 
an ultimatum to the journeymen stone cut- 
ters’ that if they did not settle with their 
employers before Tuesday, or declare a 
general strike by that day, the marble 
workers would go to work on their own 
account. Yesterday, the day set for the 
resumption, the marble “workers changed 
their minds. Neither alternative given to 
the stone cutters was accepted by the lat- 
ter, and the marble cutters decided te re- 
main out on strike anyway. 

The Building Trades Alliance reported 
five new strikes last evening. Three of 
these were on the contracts of T. Farley. 
The other two strikes were at the Hotel 
Lorraine, Forty-fourth Street and Fifth 
Avenue, and at a contract of Walter Reid 
& Co.,,.One Hundred and Ninth Street and 
Broadway. 

In anticipation of a long fight with the 
Employers’ Association the delegates from 
the District Council of the Brotherhood of 
Carpenters to the National Convention of 
the Brotherhood, which meets in Milwaukee 
beginning next Monday, are expected to 
remain in the,city. It was learned yester- 
day that the National body is in favor of 
passing a resolution giving financial assist 
ance to the New York members during the 
strike. This resolution will be submitted at 
the convention, also a resolution indorsing 
the stand of the local unions in the present 
strikes and lock-out. 

The Building Trades Alliance is greatly 
interested in the possible outcome of the 
conference of all the building trades unions 
to-night to try and get the unions outside 
the alliance to take action in the building 
trades troubles. Among the unions which
